republicanism in the west. With all his 
power, and with the pathos of a man whose 
whole being was wrapped in the lif? of the 
organization he begged those men not to 
wreck the work of years. He plealed with 
them to save the party, to save the west 
from inevitable ruin that awaited them if 
silver were given no consideration. 

But it was useless. These men dared not 
even had they wished to. They refused 
him and his conferees the last vestige of 
hope, and then came the climax of it all. 
The man who for twenty years has rep- 
resented the leading western state in the 
union in ‘the halls of congress, who in all 
these years has fought right manfully 
against the degrading of silver—Senator 
Henry M. Teller—told the committee that 
just as sure as the sun would rise tomor- 
row, the delegates from the mining states 
would go out of that convention when the 
work of the committee had been sanctioned. 
It sounded the death knell of the republican 
party in all the west. There was little of 
defiance in his tones. The same spirit that 
breathed through the appeal of Cannon 
was in his words. Wall street’s slaves l's- 
tened with respectful consideration and 
when he had finished, adopted, as he knew 

they would, the gold plank by a vote of 
41 to 10. 

Senator Teller’s speech was an eloquent 
and animated one. He spoke vehemently 
in opposition to the gold standard yank, 
declaring his belief that in taking this 
course the party was departing from i*s 
vaunted position of defender of the rights 
of the people and putting itself in the hands 
of the bond clippers of Lombard and Wall 
streets. 

Senator Duboise dwelt specially upon the 
service the west has been to the republican 
party, showing that that section had never 
in its hour of need been untrue to the par- 
ty’s call, but that it had, on the contrary, 
responded with ready will and zealous 
heart whenever it was called on, when 
other states now bent upon repudiating 
them and casting them out, had faltered 
and failed. He dwelt upon the sertngth of 
the west and showed how, to the votes of 
that section in the senate, the republican 
party had owed the maintenance of its 
protective tariff policy and all other party 
policies of the times when their sectional 
interests were in no wise involved. New 
York, with not one republican senatorial 
vote, and Illinois with only one, to say 
nothing of In@iana, Wisconsin and other 
northern states which were not now and 
had not been for years represented in the 
senate by a republican, came here to inau- 
gurate a course which is not only ruinous 
to the west, but, as he believed, to the 
entire country—not Only ruinous, but un- 
patriotic and contrary to the principles and 
solidness of the republican party. 

McKinley Not a Goldbug. 

Mr. Mott, of North Carolina, followed in 
much the same strain as the other sena- 
tors, but touched-on the effect of the 
adoption of a gold standard upon the coun- 
try at large. He declared, however, that 
Governor McKinley was not a gold 
standard advocate, and that if the proposed 
gold standard platform was adopted, it 
would be done contrary to the governor's 
wishes and convictions. He also asserted 
that Secretary Carlisle, who had so recent- 
ly been loud in his denunciation of the de- 
monetization of silver, had been the first 
man in the country to plant himself on the 
single gold standatd. 

This he had done in his Nashville speech, 
and he had soon been followed by his illus- 
trious chief, President Cleveland, in the 
announcement of his adherence to this pre- 
cious policy. Despite this fact, the repub- 
lican party now proposed to be the first of 
the American parties to declare for it, thus 
placing the party of Lincoln and Grant in 
the attitude,gof following the lead of the 
democratic administration and its chief 
supporter. He referred to the issuing, of 
bonds by the Cleveland administration, 
which, he said, had aroused the indignation 
of the entire country, but he declared that 
the party was putting itself in such a po- 
sition that it would be impossible for it to 
take advantage of this against the demo- 
cratic party, but must follow the same pol- 
icy if it became a supporter of the single 
gold standard. The final vote on the adcg- 
tion of the majority plank was 40 to 11, the 
Oklahoma member joining in protest 
against the single gold standard declara- 
tion with the other members who had voted 
for Mr. Teller’s free coinage amendment, 
which was first passed upon. 

This transfers the fight to the convention 


date will get his nomination on the an- 
niversary of the battle of Waterloo which 
brought extinction to the great Napoleon 
seem to have no effect on the McKinley 
men; so far as first place ‘s concerned, 
their sway is absolute. Indeed, I have a 
tip tonight that the programme for to- 
morrow is, after nominating speeches have 
be2n made, to withdraw all names but Mc- 
Kinley’s and make it an acclamation 
nomination.

Plait 
wants Morton and most of the MoKinley 
leaders favor him, on the surface at least. 
But the McKinley men in the New York 
delegation are fighting him bitterly and 
Hanna would like to see his original plan 
of McKinley and Hobart go through. The 
southerners will vote for Evans, but it is 
understood that they are to be swung into 
the Hobart column when their votes will 
count. All this may, however, miscarry. 
As to the Second Place. 
Foraker, to whom McKinley is a bitter 
pill, has been'‘in close touch with Platt 
and the other “anti’’-leaders, and he has 
promised half of the Ohio delegation to 
(Morton. Joey B. carries a knife for Mc- 
Kinley; long is the handle and half the 
blade shows over his boot tops, and the 
fact that ‘Morton will be distasteful to Mc- 
Kinley is enough to insure Foraker’s sup- 
port. Foraker has_ promised to either 
nominate or second ‘Morton, and if he does, 
he is liable to stampede the convention. 
The ex-fire alarm statesman is very popu- 
lar with the boys and so long as Hanna 
can’t afford to show open opposition. to 
(Mr. Platt’s marionette, there is a strong 
chance of Foraker getting a very tooth- 
some bit of revenge. Nobody would en- 
joy it more than this same able and mag- 
netic Ohioan, to whom this McKinley 
movement has been one prolonged dish of 
crow; there may be surprises tomorrow. 
If there are none this convention will go 
to history as the most funereal of modern 
times. OHL. 


ROUTINE OF THE CONVENTION. 


Credentials Committee Report Is De- 
laying the Proceedings. 


—_- — 


Convention Hall, St. Louis, Mo., June 17.— 
The early morning hours of the second day: 
of the convention were cloudy and drizzly 
and threatened a rather disagreeable, rainy 
condition of the weather, but just before 
the hour fixed for meeting—l0 a. m.—the 
clouds began to disperse, and there was 
clear weather. By 10 o’clock hardly half 
the delegates were present, but they kept 
pouring in all the time, while the band 
discoursed popular airs. In the meantime 
the galleries were being filled up and when 
at last Mr. Fairbanks called the conven- 
tion to order there were few seats unoccu- 
pie@, either in the galleries or in the set- 
tions assigned to delegates and alternates. 

Since yesterday’s adjournment the ar- 
rangement of the floor had undergone a 
change, the positions of several states hav- 
ing been shifted and in a way far from sat- 
isfactory to the reporters, because instead 
of having Senators Teller and Lodge, 
Chauncey M, Depew dnd T. C. Platt in 
close proximity to each other and to the 
reporters, they have been removed to re- 
mote quarters in the back of the hall, where 


~they can neither be seen nor heard from the 


platform seats. 

The Convention Called To Order. 

The convention was called to order at 
10:45, three-quarters of an hour behind time, 
when prayer was offered by the Rev. Dr. 
W. G. Williams. 

“The senator from Massachusetts,”’ said 


the chairman, and Mr. Lodge rose amid _ 


applause and said: “I desire to say, in ‘be- 
half of the committee on resolutions, that 
the sub-committee has completed a draft 
of a platform and that it is now under 
consideration by the full committee. The 
committee is unable to report this morning 
and asks leave of the convention to sit dur- 
ing this morning’s session, hoping to be 
able to report a platform of principles to 
the afternoon convention, and on behalf of 
the committee I ask that leave of the con- 
vention.” ~~ 

Leave was unanimously granted. 

The committee on credentials was called 
upon to report, but was not ready. Neither 
was the committee on permanent organi- 
zation. Mr. Wellington, of Maryland, asked 
unanimous consent that the committee on 
rules be allowed to report at this time. 

This was refused. 


A motion for recess | 


until 2 o’clock this afternoon was made by 
Mr. Wellington and voted down, to the 
satisfaction of the galleries, as indicated 
by cheers. 

A motion that the report of the commit- 
tee on permanent organization be accepted 
was made by Senator Sewell, of New Jer- 
sey, and was agreed to amid applause. 

Mr. Littlefield, of Maine, made the point 
of order that the first business in order 
was the report of the committee on creden- 
tials, but the chairman overruled it on the 
ground that that committee had been called 
and had not been ready to report. 

Officers of the Convention. 

The report of the committee on permanent 
organization was then presented and read. 
It named Senator J. M. Thurston, of Ne- 
braska, as chairman; made the secretaries, 
sergeant at arms and other temporary offi- 
cers permanent officers of the convention 
and gave alist of vice presid@nts, one from 
each state, as agreed on by the delegation. 
The reading of the list of vice presidents 
was interrupted by applause as popular 
Names were reached. 

Mr. Mudd, of Marytand, made the point 
of order that although the convention 
might receive the report of the committee 
on permanent organization it could not act 
upon it until the report of the committee 
on credentials had been acted upon. There 
Was no convention here now, he said. The 
chairman overruled the point of order and 
promptly put the question on the adoption 
of the report of the committee on perma- 
nent organiaztion. While a rising vote was 
being taken Mr. Mudd made another point 
of order that the roll of states must be 
called according to the rules. 

“There is no convention now,’ he said, 
“until we have made a permanent organiza- 
tion.’’ Disregarding the point, the chair- 
man said: “‘Those opposed will rise,’’ and 
declared that the ayes had it and that the 
report of the committee or permanent or- 
ganization was adopted. The chair ap- 
pointed Senator Sewell, of New Jersey, and 
Representative Sereno Payne, of New York, 
to conduct Senator Thurston to the chair, 


Chairman Thurston’s Speech. 

Senator Thurston took the chair amid tu- 
multuous applause, and addressed the con- 
vention. He said: 

“Gentlemen of the Convention—The hap- 
Py memory of your Kindness and cont- 
dence will abide in my grateful heart for- 
ever. My sole ambition is to meet your 
expectations, and’ I pledge myself to ex- 
ercise the important powers of this high 
office with absolute justice and impartial- 
ity. I bespeak your cordial co-operation 
and support to the end that our proceed- 
ings may be orderly and dignified, as be- 
fits the deliberations of the supreme coun- 
cil of the republican party. Kight years 
ago I had the distinguished honor to pre- 
side over the convention which nominated 
the last republican president. Today I 
have the further distinguished honor to 
preside over the convention which is to 
nominate the next president. This genera- 
tion has had its object lessons and the 
decom of the democratic party is already 


pronounced. The American people will re-. 


turn the republican party to power because 
they know that its administration will 
mean the supremacy of the constitution of 
the United States; the maintenance of law 
and order; the protection of every Amert- 
can citizen in his right te live, to labor 
and to vote; a vigorous foreign policy; the 
enforcement of the Monroe doctrine; the 
restoration of our merchant marine; safe- 
ty under the stars and stripes in every sea, 
in every port; a currency ‘as sound as the 
government and as untarnished as its hon- 
or,” whose dollars, whether of gold, silver 
or paper, shall have equal purchasing and 
debt-paying power with the best dollars of 
the civilized world: a _ protective tariff 
which protects, coupled with reciprocity 
which  reciprocates, securing American 
markets for American products and open- 
ing American factories to the free coinage 
of American muscle; a pension policy just 
and generous to our living heroes and to 
the widows and orphans of their dead com- 
rades: the governmental supervision and 
control of transportation lines and rates; 
the protection of the people from all un- 
lawful combinations and unjust exactions 
of aggregated capital and corporate power; 
an American welcome to every God-fear- 
ing, liberty-loving, constitut'on-respecting, 
law-abiding, labor-seeking. decent man: the 
exclusion of all whose birth and whose 
blood, whose condit‘ons, whose teachings, 
whose practices would menace the perma- 
nency of free institut‘ons, endanger the 
safety of American society cr lessen the 
ovvortunities of American labor; the ab- 
olition of sectioralism—every star in the 
flag shining for the honor and welfare and 
happiness on every commonwealth and of 
all the peonle: a deathless loyalty to all 
that {s trulv American. and a patriot- 
ism eternal as the stars.” 

As Senator Thurston closed his short 
speech with the phrase, “a patriotism eter- 
nal as the stars,’’ the air was regt with 
cheers, amid which he was heard to ask 
the official question: “Gentlemen, what is 
your pleasure?’ 

The secretary read a letter from the 
chairman of the committee -on credentials 
saying they were engaged in the consider- 
ation of the Texas case and had not been 
able to complete it. 

On motion of Governor Bushnell, 
Oh’o, the convention then adjourned until 
2 o'clock p. m. 

There was the usual delay in calling the 
convention to order for the afternoon, ses- 
sion, but the waiting time was pleasant- 
ly whiled away by strains of sweet music.

Report of the Credentials Committee. 

The report of the tommittee on creden- 
tials was then presented by its chairman, 
‘Mr. Fort, of*New Jersey. 

The report was in favor of seating the 


Higgins delegates from Delaware and the 
delegates at large and delegates from Tex. | 


as on the list headed by John Grant. 

The rest of the report read by the sec- 
retary recommended that the roll of dele. 
rates and alternates of the convention from 
the several states and territories, as prv- 
pared by the national committee, be ap- 
proved as the permanent roll of this con- 
vention. 

Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, was recognized 
to present the minority report from the 
committee on credentials. It recommended 
the seating of the Addicks delegation from 
Delaware and the Cuney delegation from 
Texas, and that the other contested case; 
acted upon by the national committee be 
referred to the credentials committee for 
full investigatfon. The minority report 
was signed by ninete2>2 members of the 
committee. 

Mr. Fort, chairman of tie commiittee, 
Was recogrized and mcved the previous 
question cn the report of the committee 
down to the firal Vote under the rules of 
the house of representatives: This motion 
was seconded by Mr. J. Doyle, of Georgia, 
and by an unidentified delegate from Ohio. 

Mr. Mudd, of Maryland, asked for a sep- 
arate vote on the Delaware report, and 
was seconded by the states of Delaware, 
California and Maine. 

The question now being on the order of 
the previous question the delegation from 
Maine, seconded by Massachusetts, Mary- 
land and Iowa, demanded a roll call. 

The roll of states was then called, and 
resulted as follows: Yeas 545%; nays 359%; 
so the previous question was ordered. 

The chairman of the committee on resolu. 
tions was recognized and reported that the 
platform would, be ready at 8 p. m. 

Discussing the Report. 

Discussion was then commenced under 
the previous question on the majority and 
minority reports, each side being allowed 
twenty minutes. 

Mr. Fort, of New Jersey, opened the 
discussion. He said that the minority of 
the committee made three propositions— 
first, to open all the contested cases: sec- 
ond, to seat the Addicks delegates from 
Delaware, and third, to seat the Cuney 
delegates from Texas. He opposed all the 
propositions. The committee on credentials 
had, by a vote of 31 to 14, determined to 
accept the roll as made up by the national] 
committee with the exception of Delaware 
and Texas (on which the national com- 
mittee has taken no action). One hundred 
and sixty men, he said, had appeared pbe- 
fore the national committee by coungel ‘or 
otherwise and had asked to be heard a 
longer time than the committee on cre- 
dentials could give them unless it staid 
in session for a full week. If they got 
all the time they wanted, the committee 
would be ‘n session three months, So that 
the committee on credentials had a right 
to say that the temporary roll should stand. 
The committee had not railroaded any of 
the caseg. 

Mr. Yerkes, of Kentucky, 
briefiy on the same side. 

The other side of the questfon was sup- 
ported by Mr. Hepburn, of lowa, who 
spoke for the minority of the committee 
on credentials. He appealed to the con. 
vention for fairness.

A similar result with greater ¢mphasis 
awaited the minority report as to Texas, 
also that portion of the minority report 
referring to other: contests back to the 
eommittee, the minerity report in eaca 
case being overwhelmingly defeated. 

The majority report was ,then adopted 
amid cheers. 

General Harry Bingham, of Pennsylva- 
nia, chairman of the committee on rules, 
read the report of the committee. The 
rules récommended were also identical with 
those heretofore in force. Among the 
changes Indian territory was given six 
votes instead of two and Alaska four 
v ites instead of two. 

The report was adopted. Mr. Grosvenor 
moved to adjourn until 10 o’ciock tomorrow 
mutning. The ¢hairman declared in favor 
of the ayes, and at 5:07 the convention 
was adojurned accordingly. 


The Vice Presidency. 

It is probable that on the first ballot 
for vice president the twenty-four votes 
of Virginia will be cast solidly for General 
James A. Walker, as. a coimnpliment to that 
distinguished hero of the confederacy. Af- 
ter that has been done, it is claimed the 
vote will be almost unanimous for Morton, 
if his name should be placed in nomina- 
tion. With Morton not a candidate, Mr. 
Hobart, of New Jersey, is expected to get 
about twenty of the twenty-four votes. 


_ The Ohio delegation has held no caucus on 


the vice presidential question, and none 
will be held. Each member will be-permit- 


ted to vote as he pleases. Mr. Hanna 


positively declined to intimate what he 
would like to see done. It was given out at 
the Ohio headquarters tonight that Hanna 
considered every pledge kept and every in- 
struction to be received when the dele- 
gates would cast their vote for McKinley 
for president of the United States. 

Efforts have been made to secure some 
intimation from Mr. Hanna as to what his 
ideas are with respect to the nomination of 
a running mate, but to all comers Mr. 
Hanra is discreetly silent. It is admitted 
at the Ohio headquarters that between 
eighteen and twenty of the vice presidential 
votes of that state will be cast for Mor- 
ton. The remainder will probably be di- 
vided between Hobart and Evans. 

Believed Morton Would Accept. 

The corridors of the Southern hotel are 
filled tonight with vice presidential gossip. 
It is openly asserted at the New York 
headquarters and it is believed by politi- 
clans generally that Morten will accept 
the. nomination if the convention decides 
to honor him with the second place. 

The Platt men in the New York delega- 
tion do not agree in their conclusions re- 
specting Governor Morton’s chances. Ar- 
dent Morton men, such as Congressman 
Quigg, for example, believe that he will be 
nominated. Mr. Lauterbach is -non-com- 
mittal and declines to be quoted, but he 
is apparently of Mr. Quigg’s mind. There 
are other of the Platt men, however, who 
either profess ignorance of Governor Mor- 
ton’s prospects or who sadly admit that the 
outlook -is not encouraging. On one point 
th: New Yorkers are agreed. ‘They ‘will 
not present the governor’s name unless 
they are certain of his success. They do 
not intend, as one of the members ex- 
pressed it tonight, to put Morton up a sec- 
ond time to be knocked! down. 

Mr. Lauterbach figures that after the 
silver men shall have bolted the conven- 
tién tomorrow the exact number of dele- 
gates remaining will be 844, of which 443 
are necessary to a choice.

When it hecame known here this. after- - 
noon that Judge Turner would not be a 
candidate tomorrow the delegates who had 
arrived began discussing a plan-of action 
for tomorrow. Some were in favor of tak- 
ing a recess until after the national demo- 
cratic convention acts. Some said that the 
selection of delegates should be referred 
back to the people. - 

A boom was started for William G. Grante 
ley, of this circuit. He has long been 
talked of as a successor of Judge Turner; 
and he was urged last spring to go in and 
make the race against the representative. 
Mr. Brantley was seen tonight but he dee 
clined to discuss the situation and his ac- 
tion. Judge J. L. Sweat, who has long been 
spoken of as a possible candidate, left the 
city for St. Simon’s before it became known 
that Judge Turner would not be a candi- 
date. It was. .therefore,-imposg.ble to get 
un expression from hir4. 

Several informal caucuses were held here 
tonight. Editor Perham, of Waycross, to-’ 
night outlined the probable action tomor- 
row as he summed it up after talking with 
several delegations in the city. tie says 
that there is a disposition among some to 
go back to their people for another expres- 
sion.

“In a short interview with Senator Irby 
today vour correspondent asked the ques- 
tion: ‘Will you be at Manning next Mon- 
day, senator?’ to which the senator re- 
plied: , 

**T shall not attend that or any cam- 
paign meeting as a candidate for the 
Tnited States senate. I had intended up 
to a short time ago to ask for the nomina- 
tion at the ensuing primary, but have con- 
cluded not enter the contest. From advices 
received from different sections of the state 
I conclude that my motives and my official 
acts for the past year have been misunder- 
stood by the faction of which I was 4 
charter member. It is apparent from these 
advices that I must antagonize those with 


whom I have co-operated politically since | 


1886. It seems that the entire machinery of 
the party government has been organized 
to humiliate, defeat and destroy me. This 
would not have been but for a misunder- 
standing of my motive in opposing the 
equal division of delegates to the constitu- 
tional convention, the defense of the name 
of Butler in that convention, my opposi- 
tion to the plan of suffrage as adopted and 
the compromising position taken by ime in 
opposition to a bolt in the late state dem- 
ocratic convention. In addition, if I were 
to run with my old friends organized 
against me, I could expect support only 
from those heretofore my political oppo- 
nents, which would be distasteful to me, 
as they owe me no favors. In arriving at 
this conclusion I desire to say that I cher- 
ish no animosity toward those who I be- 
lieve misconstrue my motives and political 
course recently, and confidently § antici- 
pate the future to vindicate these positions 


and policies.’ ”’ 


WHITNEY STAYS AT HOME. 


Feels That He May Be of Service to 


His Party at Chicago. 

New York, June 17.—William C. Whitney, 
who has taken passage for Europe on the 
Teutonic, which sailed for Europe this 
morning, said this afternoon: “T decided 
late last night to remain at home and go to 
the Chicago convention. I do not think I 
can help matters much, but I have yielded 
to the requests of many friends who have 
been at me for several weeks to be present 
when the convention meets. All this mud- 
dle that the party has got into over the 
silver question may, in my opinion, result 
in its disruption, and if I can be of assist- 
ance to those who were instrumental to 
helping’ to reform matters in 1892, I shall 
be glad ‘to do so. 

“It is true that I had not, up to last n‘ght, 
expected to attend the convention at all, or 
in fact have anvthing to do with it, and 
my sudden change of plans is only the re- 
sult of m=z determination to yield to the 
wishes or ray friends. Nothing said by Mr. 


Cleveland has influenced me, as I have not | 


heard from him directly or indirectly. His 
renomination is to my mind impossible. No- 
body can tell what will take place under 
present conditions. If I can: help matters 
by conferring with those associated with 
me in the movement instituted four years 
ago I am willing to make the attempt, al- 
though I cannot tell now what I can do.” 

The sudden change in Mr. Whitney's 
plans is regarded as an indication that the 
democrats of the east anticipate one of 
the hardest fights in the history of the 
party. 

Mr. Whitney’s determination not to go 
abroad was the outcome of the pressure 
that has been brought to bear upon him by 
such stanch democrats as David B. Hill, 
Senator Gorman, ex-Senater Matthew C. 
Ransom and Colonel James Murdock. These 
men had a long conference with Mr. W hit- 
ney yesterday afternoon, but it was not 
until last night that he submitted to the 
Views of his friends. 


‘ Gorman To Go to Chicago. 
altimore, Md., June 17.~—The ste 
that William C. Whitney has ican 
postpone his trip to Europe in order to 
take part in the deliberations of the demo- 
cratic national convention caused the 
Statement here this afternoon that Sena- 
tor Gorman, too, would be a participant 
in the Chicago debate of goid versus 
silver.

An English View. 

London, June 17.~The Globe, in an artli- 
cle upon the American situation, declares 
that the election of McKinley to the pres- 
idency would be a grievous misfortune to 
the commerce of Great Britain, inasmuch 
as there is no reason to presume that he 
is not strongly in favor of restoring the 
tariff which Mr. Cleveland scaled down. 
The fact that the revenue of the United 
States is not equal to the exnenditures, 
the paper says, would furnish McKinley 
with a plausible reason for urging the re- 
imposition of an extremely high proftt®ive 
tariff as the only means of averting bank- 
ruptcy. For further retrenchment in the 
public expenditures, the paper adds, there 
is scarcely any room except in the reduc- 
tion of the outrageously inflated and sean- 
dalously jobbed pension list, but pensions 
being the most convenient reward for 
election services, McKinley would hardly 
be likely to apply the pruning knife to 
that branch, even Mr. Cleveland having 
shirked the duty of overhauling the list 
with a view of putting the pension on a 
less corrupt footing.

SENATOR TELLER SPEAKS FOR 
SILVER IN ST. LOUIS. 


Says Gold Will Cause the Republi- 
can Party To Lose the States West 
of the Mississippi. 


St. Louis, June 17.—It' was 10:30 when 
Chairman Y’oraker called the full commit- 
tee on resolutions together... The platform 
was read by paragraphs, the agreement 
being that-each paragraph should be voted 
upon separately. The preamble was ob- 
jected to and the phraseology was ordered 
to be changed so that the wording of ‘the 
paragraph should be less obscure. 

Mr. Teller, of Colorado, rose and stated 
that he bad prepared a minority report on 
the financial plark, which he would present 
when the subject was reached. The re- 
mainder of the platform, he added, was 
entirely satisfactory to him. The tariff 
plank was agreed to unanimously. So also 
was the sugar plank. A strong declaration 
was made for a prcetective duty on wools 
and woolens. The protection of American 
ship-building and the development of Amer. 
ican commerce was also demanded. 

All of Mr. Teller’s amendments to the 
financial plank were voted down. There 
was a pathetic scene in the committee room 
when the financial plank was reached and 
Senator Teller, of Colorado, presented his 
minority report. 
substitute and declared in general terms 
for the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
at a ratio of 16 to 1. Senator Teller spoke 
for thirty minutes. His utterances were 
followed with deep interest, for all present 
realized that the hour had arrived when 
one of vhe founders of the repubiican 
party, a man who has becn conspicuous 
in republican courcils fcr a third of a cen- 
tury, was taking a step which would sep- 
arate. him from his party friends. Mr. 
Teller spoke with deep emotion and the 
sincerity of his purpose was so manifest 
that his words produced a deep impression, 

He spoke of his long connection with 
the republican party. It was the party of 
his young manhood; the party of his choice. 
It was the party with which he had affili- 
ated for thirty-five years. It was a party 
that had given him great honors and he 
had served it loyally. ‘‘But,’”’ he exclaim- 
ed, in a voice of deep earnestness, ‘‘the 
time has come when I shall be obliged to 
leave it, if it declares for the single gold 
standard.”’ 

He explained in conclusion that he had 
not originally intended to speak at such 
length, but that he was carried away by 
the importance of hiswubject. Tt was pure- 
ly a matter of conscience and principle. 
There was no question of personal ambi- 
tion involved. He might be wrong; he be- 
lieved not. Time alone could tell whether 
he or the framers of this plank were right, 

Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, explain- 
ed that no choice was left to the commit- 
tee but to adopt the plank in question, 
Hle expressed his high appreciation of Mr. 
Teller, and stated his belief that he was 
actirg from conscientious motives, but 
that the republicans had come to the part- 
ing of the ways and that in separating 
from Mr. Teller and his associates, he 
wished to announce that they carried with 
them the full respect of the committee. 

Mr. Cleveland, of Nevada, asserted that 
with such a plank his state could not be 
kept in the republican column. 

Mr. Lemon, of California, said that the 
western men had come here under the be- 
lief that the committee would be friendly 
to silver .He explained his connection with 
the last three republican campaigns in Cal- 
ifornia; that they had done what they could 
to keep the state in line, but the effect of 
this action weuld he to wipe out a republi- 
can majority of 40,000 and make the state 
democratic. 

Mr. Cannon, of Utah, like Mr. Teller, 
created a profound sensation by the ear. 
nestness of his remarks. His voice was 
choked with emotion several times and he 
proceeded with great difficulty. He pointed 
out that Utah had been converted from a 
democratic territory into a republican state, 
but that it would be irretrievably lost if 
the party were committed to the gold st@nd- 
ard.

Dubois Will Go with Teller. . 


Mr. Dubois, of lowa, also announced that 
he would follow his associates, Messrs. 
Teller and Cannon, in leaving the party, al- 
though he regretted that necessity compell- 
ed him to take this step. He spoke at 
some length of the loyalty of the extreme 
western states to the republican party. 
Kach has now two republicans in the sen- 
ate, but the same could not be said of 
many of the eastern states, whose repre- 
sentatives were adopting a course that was 
driving the silver men from their party as- 
Sociates, He showed that New York was 
represented in the senate by two demo- 
crats, that Indiana has two and Ohio and 
Illinois each one. If this gold plank was 
adopted the republican party would, he 
said, lose control of the senate and not 
regain it in a quarter of a century. 

Mr. Brewer, of Michigan, followed Mr. 
Dubois, expressing his regret that the sil- 
ver men should feel compelled to take the 
course they had indicated. However, he, 
for one, felt that the parting of the roads 
between Senator Dubois, his associates and 
their constituents on the one hand, and the 
republican party on the other, had been 
reached when the five republican silver 
senators took the ground in the United 
States senate that no measure for the re- 
lief of the revenues of the government and 
the protection of our Industries should be 
permitted to be considered and passed 
while they were members of the senate, 
unless each measure carried with it a pro- 
vision for the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver. If there was any one thing the 
American’ people demanded, it was a guf- 
ficient revenue upon which to support the 
government, The government could not be 
starved, no. matter what party was in 
power. If there was any one principle 
that the republican party maintained must 
be held inviolable, it was the principle up- 
on which a protective tariff was founded, 
and when. republican senators refused to 
indorse that principle, it’ mattered little 
whether the states were represented in the 
senate by republicans or democrats. At 
the same time, Mr. Brewer expressed his 
sympathy with Mr. Dubois and his col- 
leagues, and said he regretted deeply the 
line of action upon which they had agreed. 
Mr. Brewer intended to have offered an 
amendment striking out the word ‘‘gold,”’ 
but in view of what the silver men had said, 
it was useless to Omer it. | 


Not Men but Principles. 

Mr. Hartman, of Montana, boldly an- 
nounced that he could not and would not 
support a candidate standing on this plat- 
form. The republican platform of 1892 had 
declared for gold and silver as the stand- 
ard money. This. platform contained a 
declaration fon gold only, and the silver 
men demanded both. The silver men stood 
by the party principles, and until such 
time as the party might return to the dou- 
ble standard they could not support its 
candidate. McKinley was an honest man 
and would honestly interpret the platform. 
The silver men were not antagonizing men, 
but principles in this struggle, and in the 
campaign, McKinley would stand for gold. 

Mr. Fessenden, of Connecticut, explained 
why it was necessary to adopt a gold plank 
and expressed his regret at this differ- 
ence of opinion within the party. 

The vote was then taken on the Teller 
substitute, and it was defeated—yeas 10, 
nays 41: 

Those voting in the affirmative were the 
delegates from California, Colorado, Utah, 
Montana, Idaho, Wyoming, Arizona, Neva- 
da, North Carolina and New Mexico. 

Before the sense of the committee was 
taken on the gold plank Mr. LaFollette, of 
Wisconsin, arose to a personal explanation. 
He directed attention to a statement made 
by Mr. Teller that he and Mr. Gear, of 
Towa, had performed the principal work in 
the preparation of the tariff law of 189, 
which had been popularly credited to Mr. 
McKinley, and said that while the mem- 
bers of the committee discharged the du- 
ties entrusted to them faithfully, it was not 
true that any one man on earth had pre- 
pared as much of the measure as Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, but that his ideas and spirit dom- 
inated everything in connection with the 
bill when the sub-committee was preparing 
the schedules and before they were submit- 
ted to Mr. McKinley, who led all the dis- 
cussions with the same rare ability which 
enabled him also when the bill was taken 
into the house to pass it through that body 
without amendment. 
Senator Teller made, Mr. LaFollette con- 
tinued, were an injustice to Mr. McKinley. 
They had been continually repeated, and it 
was time now that the country should bé 
acquainted with the real facts connected 
with the formation of the bill which bore 
McKinley’s name. 

Fears the Effect of Financial Plank. 

Mr. LaFollette then, addressing himself 
specifically to the money plank, moved to 
amend the last section by striking out the 
words ‘‘now in circulation,’’ so that it should 
read: “All our silver and paper currency 
must be maintained at a parity with gold,” 
ete. Mr. LaFollette argued in support of 
his amendment that a wrong construction 
might be placed on the plank as it stood. 
Tle feared that it might be construed as a 
pledge to contract the circulating medium 
so that no more silver should be coined, It 
would hurt the republican party In states 
where it would be hard pressed, although 
it would make no difference in his own 
state of Wisconsin. 

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, opposed the 
amendment. He did not wish to he’ placed 
in the position of encouraging any further 
coinage of silver by the government. Ar- 
guments in a similar strain were made by 
Mr. Merriam, of Minnesota, and Mr. Pat- 
terson, of Illinois. Mr. Gear, of Iowa, and 
Mr. Brewer, of Michigan, supported the 
amendment. Mr. Foraker, of Ohio, agreed 
with Mr. LaFollette that the words should 
be stricken out, and this was done. 

The vote on the adoption of the gold 
plank as amended was then ordered, and it 
passed—yeas 40, nays 11. 

The negative vote was cast by the same 
silver men who favored the Teller substi- 
tute, with the addition of the member from 
Oklahoma, 

The discussion on the remainder of the 
platform was general but of no special in- 
terest, and it was adopted without divis- 
ion, a number of silver men having already 
absented themselves from the meeting. 


Vermont Republicans Nominate. 

Burlington, Vt., June 17.—The republi- 
can state convention met here today to 
nominate a state ticket and presidential 
electors. Mayor Josiah Grout, of Derby, 
was nominated for governor over W. W. 
Stickney, of Cavendish, the vote standing: 
Grout, 339; Stickney, 336. 

The other nominations were made unani- 
mous, as follows: Lieutenant governor, N. 
W. Fish, of Isle la Motte; treasurer, H. 
F. Field, of Rutland; secretary of state, 
C. W. Hrownell, “of Burlington; state 
auditor, F. D. Hale, of “Lunenberg. The 
platform was protection-gold_ standard. 
The address of Chairman Hall was in 
eulogy of McKinley, of protection and re- 
ciprocity; and the speaker predicted that 
the nominees of the convention would raea- 
ceive the greatest majority ever given in 
Vermont.

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BY HIS VISIT TO THE NATIONAL 
REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 
The Chicago Convention Will Be the 
Finest Ever Held—Will Be Con- 
ducted Orderly. 


Chicago, June 17.—Colonel John I. Rogers, 
sergeant at arms for the democratic na- 
tional convention, returned to his Palmer 
house headquarters this morning from the 
St. Louis convention with his mind: filled 
with ways and means to improve on the 
republican arrangements in the convention 
hall there. He disclaimed any intention of 
finding fault with Sergeant at Arms 
Byrnes’s work, but he had this to say: 

“The visit of Chairman Harrity, Secreta- 
ry Sherrin, Architect Canda and myself 
to St. Louis has afforded us a magnificent 
opportunity to arrange the convention hall 
here in the most satisfactory manner and 
we will give the people the grandest con- 
vention the country has éver known. Our 
visit to St. Louis has given us some excel- 
lent ideas about what not to do. There will 
not be a thousand assistant sergeants at 
arms to tread on each others’ toes and block 
the aisles. I will not nave over 100 assit- 
ants. None will be allowed ta enter the 
hall without a ticket as well as a badge, 
so that there can be no manipulation to 


‘get a crowd without tickets into the hall 


to make noise. The democratic convention 
will be an exclusively ticket one. Not even 
the president will be allowed to pass the 
doors without a ticket. The ushers and 
assistant sergeants at arms at St. Louis 
arrogate to themselves the admitting pcw- 
ers when some one not having a ticket but 
acquainted with an usher or assistant ser- 
geant at arms would try to pass the door- 
keepers. The whole responsibility for ad- 
mitting people will be thrown on the door- 
keepers. [f some distinguished man enti- 
tled to admission loses his ticket the fact 
will be reported to me by the ushers and 
I will furnish him with a ticket. ‘There will 
not be a bulky lot of tickets for the whole 
convention with seven coupons attached, 
one coupon to be detached for each session. 
The fellows who have no tickets but who 
get into the hall, crowd the aisles and make 
most of the disturbances will be kept out 
of our convention, no matter who they 
are or what their political pull is. My 
ushers will also be trained in the Coliseum 
to their duties, so that the confusion in 
Seating delegates which prevailed in St. 
Louis will be avoided. Many military offi- 
cers will be among the assistants to enforce 
discipline. As for the republican conven- 


| tion I saw no enthusiasm there. The best 


I saw was the Filley parade last night in 
celebration of his defeat. There will be one 
hundred visitors here to one in St. Louis 


and there will be 99 per cent more enthu- 
siasm.”’ 


LETTER FROM LYNCHERS, 


Who Tell the Story of the Confession 
of the Men They Lynched. 

Nashville, Tenn., June 17.—(Special.)—The 
editor of The McMinnville New Era has 
just received a letter signed ‘‘Lynchers,”’ 
which is supposed to have come from some 
of the men who lynched William and Vic- 
tor Harris, April 26th, of this year. These 
two men wee convicted of the murder of 
an old man named Carrol] Martin, but the 
supreme court, gave them a new trial, 
and they were lynched when taken back to 
McMinnville. The letter begins by explain- 
ing that there is some inquiry as to 
whether the Hillis boys ever made a con- 
fession and, therefore, the facts are given. 

The boys were separated and given an 
opportunity to confess. Victor refused 
but William said he would confess if Vic- 
tor would. Victor again refused and was 
at once hanged. Williams then said he would 
not die with a lie on his lips. “We are 
guilty,” he said, “We murdered Carroll 
Martin while attempting to rob him of his 
money. Victor used the shotgun and I 
used the pistol.’”’ He then told of other 
men they intended to rob. The letter con- 
ciudes as follows: 

“We are opposed to mob law as a rule, 
but there are times and circumstances 


which seem to demand prompt and ex-: 


treme measures.”’ 


A LARGE FLEET. 

North Atlantic Squadron Will Not Be 
Separated This Season. 
Washington, June 17.~The navy depart- 

ment has informed Rear Admiral Bunce, 
commanding the North Atlantic station, 
that it proposes, if practicable, not to in- 
terfere in any manner with the movements 
and exercises of his squadron during the 
present session. With this view Secretary 
Herbert has been obliged to decline the 
numerous requests he has received for 
ships to visit certain places and take part 
in local celebrations and festivities. The 
fleet will cruise at sea between Nantucket 
and the capes of the Chesapeake. 

The battleship Massachusetts and the 
monitor Terror will join the fleet before it 
leaves New York and the Texas will soon 
follow. This will be the largest fleet 
ever assembled by the navy department in 
fleet tactics, and it is expected that the 
expereience that will be gained will be of 
much benefit to the service. 


SAYS IT IS A COME DOWN. 


London Comment on the St. Louis 
Convention. 

London, June 17.—The Financial News, 

in an article on the republican national

It 
amounted to $111,355,610, of which $100,000,000 
was principal, $11,166,446 premium and $189,- 
$65 interest. Of the total sum $65,642,667 wus 
paid into the sub-treasury at New York, 
$14,078,791 at other sub-treasuries, and $31,- 
634,152 in national bank depositories. Since 
January 6th, the date when bids for the 
last bond issue was invited, there has been 
withdrawn from the treasury $77,339,339 in

BRITISH STEAMER GOES DOWN. 


There Were 350 People on Board—Only 
Three Known To Be Saved. 


‘ 

London, June 17.—The British steamer’ 
Drummond Castle, which sailed from Table 
Bay, May 28th, for this port with 350 per- 
sons on board has been sunk near Ushant, 
the most western of the islands off the 
coast of Brittany, France. A telegram 
from Lloyds says: The Drummond was 
Supposed to have struck the rocks. One 
man only (Marquard) was saved. The 
vessel completely disappeared. The ship's 
boats were launched. . 

The Castle Line Steamship Company have 
issued the following bulletin received from 
the lighthouse keeper at Ushant: 

“The steamer Drummond Castle was 
wrecked at midnight on June 16. A sur- 
vivor of the disaster named Merwerk is at 
Ushant and two others are at Ile de 
Molen, Six bodies have been recovered, 
including that of Officer Gill. About six 
bodies have been placed in a special house. 
The ship sank in three minutes.” 

A telegram wag received tonight at the 
admiraky office from the commander of the 
British ‘warship Sybylle, which is cruising 
in the bay of Biscay, confirming the re- 
ports previously received regarding the sud- 
denness of the foundering of the Drum- 
mond Castle. The telegram states that the 
Sybylle lowered her boats and did all that 
Was possible to rescue those on board, but 
so sudden was the collapse of the vessel 
that the efforts of the cruiser’s men were 
in vain, 7 

Many friends of persons who were known 
to have been on board on the lost steamer, 
especially ladies, remained at the office of 
the steamship company until late tonight, 
hoping to learn that there were other sur- 
vivors of the disaster, and that among 
them would be found their friends. The 
meager telegrams received only tended to 
confirm the worst reports, and many of 
those who had been waiting a long time 
in the hope of obtaining favorable: news, 
finally gave up and departed in grief for 
their homes. Several persons fainted, and 
many painful scenes were enacted. 
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CHARGED WITH RAPE. 


Arrest of the Chief of Police of At- 
talla, Ala. 

Gadsden, Ala., June 17.—(Special.)—A de- 
cided sensation was created in this county 
today by the arrest of Attalla’s chief of 
police, John Sorrel, and Patrolman B, T. 
Collier on a charge of rape. They were 
brought to this city today and placed un- 
der heavy bonds. 

Last night Mrs. Mackey Meeks, of Jef- 
ferson, Madison county, arrived at Attal- 
la. She said that she was on her way to 
Anniston to secure work, having been 
driven from ‘home by a step-father. Her 
husband died in April last. She had little 
or no money and got a negro woman to 
show her to a cheap restaurant. While in 
company with the negro woman it is al- 
leged that Patrolman Collier approached 
her to order’ her off the streets. Mrs. 
Meeks told him of her unfortunate circum- 
stances, and through apparent pity he of- 
fered to take her to the Central hotel, a 
place under the management of Mr. Collier 
himself. 

The woman consented to go, and Collier 
locked her in a room and pocketed the 
key. At 12 the woman says that she awoke 
and found a man in uniform sitting by the 
side of her bed. She asked what he was 
doing there. He replied that he was going 
to bed. She says that she protested, but 
that the man told her that his name was 
John Sorrel, and that what he said had to 
go in Attalla. Mrs. Meeks says that she 
struggled and protested in vain, but that 
she was forcibly ravished. Sorrel denies 
that he is the man: The trial of the! two 
men comes off Tuesday next, and the de-

FLORIDA DELEGATES 60 UNINSTRUCTED 


But the Majority of the Delegation 
Is for Free Coinage—Other Po- 
litical News. 


Litthe Rock, Ark., June [.—The demo- 
cratic state convention met fin this city to- 
day with 784 delegates present. 

Colonel D. W. Jones, of Little Rock,-was 
nominated for governor without opposition. 
H. G. Dunn, for chief justice; A. C. Hull, 
for secretary of state; Dansom Gully, for 
treasurer; Junius Jordan, for superintend- 
ent of public institutions; J. G. Ritchie, for 
commissioner of state land, and W. G., 
Vincenholler, for commissioner of mines, 
agriculture and manufacture, were also 
nominated. 

A stubborn contest took place over the 
adoption of a resolution indorsing Bland, 
of Missouri, for president. The call of 
the roll developed that the’“apostle of 
silver’ had a majority of the delegates 
favorable to his candidacy, but the neces- 
Sary two-thirds in order to suspend the 
rules for the consideration of the resolu- 
tion was not forthcoming. 
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THE DELEGATES FROM FLORIDA.” 
Silver Had a Majority, but When the 
Vote Came It Disappeared. 
Ocala, Fla., June 17.—The eight delegates 
from Florida will go to Chicago unin- 
structed. In the state convention tonight 
the committee on platform made two re- 
ports. The majority recommended relegat- 
ing the financial question to the Chicago 
convention. The minority report, signed 
by twenty-two of the forty-five nrembers 
of the resolutions committee, declared for 
free silver. The minority report was voted 
down, 176% to 170%, and the majority re- 
port adopted by the same vote. The dele- 
gates to Chicago were then chosen, four 
being avowed silver men and four sup- 
posed to be for gold. The delegates sup- 
posed to be for gold are: J. E. O’Brien, 
Escambia: E. B. Lukenbill, Nassau; G. 
B. Sparkman, Hillsboro: C. B. Rogers, 
Duval. The four avowed silver delegates

The selection of the congressional dele- 
gates developed the fact that the conven- 
tion favored a straightout populist as the 
nominee and while some were favorable to 
Rankin, the convention instructed the dele- 
gates to vote for a straightout populist.

Today’s action of the populists show that 
they want to make some sort of combina- 
tion and at the caucus the night before 
they showed their hand very plainly.

REBELS ATTACK VOLUNTEERS. 


The.Loss of Life on Both Sides Not 
Very Large. 

Havana, June 17.—Large bands of insur- 
gents under the leaders, Diaz and Bermu- 
dez, on the 14th instant attacked a party 
of volunteers near Yaguas, in the Pinar 
del Rio province, wounding a lieutenant 
and killing a sergeant.

Mr. Bailey, of Texas, Says It

Washington, June 17.—(Special.)—That 
is a queer letter Mr. Cleveland gave out 
last night.

MADE THEIR REPORTS 


The State Board of Visitors Let the 
University Trustees 


KNOW WHAT THEY OBSERVED 


Congratulate Them Upon the Able 
Corps of Professors and Pros- 
perity of the University. 


Athens, Ga., June 17.—(Special.j—The re- 
port of the beard of visitors to the board 
of trustees of the university presents in- 
teresting reading mratter. 

The board was made up of Professor J. 
S. Stewart, R. J. Guinn, W. A. Davis, J. 
Kk. Witherspoon and J. C, Blassingame, 
and their splendid abilities seem to have 
been turned towards an effort to bring the 
university of Georgia closer to the people 
of the state. The report is ag follows: 


“We congratulate you upon the able 
corps of professors that now compose the 
‘faculty of the university of Georgia. Near- 
ly all of them are specialists in their re- 
spective departments. ‘They are devoted 
to thdir respective lines and to the insti- 
Autton. Several are recognized among 
school men as experts and autfiorities in 
their departments. While it matters lit- 
tle from what place a professor comes, so 
he is capable, and in the judgment of 
your honorable body, the best man to be 
found for the position, it is important to 
the interest of the university and the 
promotion of education in Georgia that 
each professor should become thorough- 
ly identified with the peple of the state, 
and especially with the 5,000 teachers of the 
state. We very much doubt if anything 
like a majority of the teachers could 
name over three of the professors of the 
university. The teachers very largely de- 
termine to what college their pupils go or 
whether they attend any. This being true, 
we respectfully suggest that some plan 
be arranged by which different members 
of the faculty may visit as many as pos- 
sible of the thirty or more combined teach- 
ers’ institutes that are held in different 
parts of the state during June and July 
of each year. Let these professors present 
the cause of higher education, and speak 
of the advantages of the university. Es- 
pecially would it be valuable for as many 
as possible to attend the meetings of the 
Georgia Teachers’ Association. 

“We would not be understood as recom- 
nrending that the gentlemen be made trav- 
eling agents of the university, but we do 
think that they should be brought into 
closer touch with the people and teachers 
by mingling with them in their conventions 
and aiding in their deliberations. The 
farmers’ institutes, conducted by Dr. 
White and Professor Hunnicutt, have done 
much good for the university in this way. 
Similar results could be secured by the 
other departments. If. other institutions 
find it to their interest to present their 
work before the people, would not sim- 
ilar results come from a corresponding 
action on the part of the university? 

““Many erroneous notions concerning this 
institution, arising from newspaper reports, 
could be corrected by the scholarly men, 
and, perhaps, they might detern*®ne more 
accurately the wishes of the people in cer- 
tain directions. This intermingling may 
not be necessary to a good international 
university, but it seems necessary here. 

“2. We would suggest as a second menas 
of bringing the university into closer touch 
with the people the passage:of a law, 
somewhat similar to the Kentucky law, 
which is intended to correlate the higher 
educational institutions with the common 
schools of the state. There would be an 
inter-dependence and close connection be- 
tween the departments of the educational 
system. The country school commission- 
ers can be brought into hearty sympathy 
with the university and thus become the 
local representatives of higher education. 

‘When the advantages of the university 
are thus brought to the attention of the 
people of the state and they are assured 
that their boys are surrounded by the 
proper moral conditions, and that they 
will not be distracted from their studies 
by inter-collegiate games of football and 
baseball, and that they will not be sub- 
jected, in the name of the university, to 
those social amusements that their par- 
ental instructions have inculcated as in- 
jurious, the people of Georgia will be only 
too glad to grant any demand for the 
promotion of this institution, and will 
triple its attendance. It has not been be- 
cause the people were opposed to higher 
education that they have not always re- 
sponded to the urgent needs oi tne univer- 
sity; but, because at times fthere was a 
lack of confidence in the surroundings of 
the boys. A majority-of this committee 
are graduates of this institution, and ate 
gratified to note the improved moral tone 
of the students, the close social mingling 
of students and professors, and the kindly 
feeling existing towards the welfare of 
the students by the citizens of Athens. 

“The abolition of barrooms, the strict 
regulations of the dispensary, the firm but 
kind discipline of the chancellor, the direc- 
tion of the energies of the stud@ts_ to 
college athletics, Young Men’s Christian 
Association and other agencies have great- 
ly improved the moral environment of the 
boys. We confidently assert that there 
is not a state university where there are, 
at present, fewer distracting influences, 
and where more care is taken in the for- 
mation of good character in young men. 

‘Among these distracting influences, how- 
ever, the most hurtful to the university 
in its effects upon the people, is the large 
number of commencement hops engaged 
in by perhaps not more than 1s per cent 
of the students, but which, as magniltied 
in the papers, prejudice many peopie of 
the state against the university. We be- 
lieve these should not be permitted to 
use the name of the university and direct 
the attention fronr the literary exercises 
of the commencement, which should stand 
for the highest literary culture and re- 


tinement. 

"3S. We would further suggest that the 
board instruct the faculty to select as 
training schools a number of high schools 
over the state, whose courses of study they 
can approve upon a study of the same, 
which will permit at least one-third of the 
final examination questions in each de- 
partment to be furnished by the faculty of 
the university. We need fewer so-called 
colleges in Georgia, and more first-class 
high schools that can train boy for the 
three male institutions of hight educa- 
tion. The examinations in Kn. sh and 
Latin in the lower classes show clearly a 
lack of proper preparatory training on the 
part of the pupils before entering these 
classes. 

‘4. We are glad to note the commenda- 
ble interest mranifested by the young gen- 
tlemen of this institution in athletics. In 
our opinion physical culture in any proper 
form should be given the fullest encourage- 
ment by both faculty and trustees. 

‘From the investigations which it-is our 
duty to make of the examination papers 
submitted by the students, it is evident that 
some few have given more time to their 
physical than mental training. With two 
or three notable exceptions, we find that 
those students who have taken the most 
active interest in inter-coliegiate games 
have received low marks in their classes, 
in some instances the lowest nrarks. 

‘‘When such a state of things exists, the 
main purpose of this great institution is 
defeated in so far as these particular stu- 
dents are concerned. How to keep a prop- 
er interest in athletics, and at the same 
time prevent that excess which is always 
detrimental to the mental deveiopment is 
a matter which should claim very careful 
consideration. We suggest that if games 
of football and baseball were restricted to 
the campus, or at least to the city of 
Athens, many of the evils incident thereto 
would be averted. The very best impres- 
sions of an institution of learning are not 
always gained by observing the conduct 
of the few students who travel from place 
to place as escorts to the football and 
basebaH teams. We would therefore recom- 
mend that the trustees take such action 
in this matter as will ref“ilate the athletics 
for the university to the best interest of 
the institution and the students of the

When he describes the democratic or- 
ganization as “my party,” the question 
arises, what has he done to make it his 
party? What has he done in behalf 
of party organization or party supre- 
macy? The answer to this is that if 
the party could be destroyed by any one 
man, Mr. Cleveland would have accom- 
plished its ruin. He began his second 
term by the appointment of an active 
republican politician to the highest 
office within his gift, and he followed 
this up with a deliberate repudiation of 
the financial pledge ‘of the party’s plat- 
form. He used all the power and in- 
fluence of his high oftice and exhausted 
his personal popuiarity in an effort to 
compel the democratic congress to adopt

month before Mr. Cleveland was in- 
augurated the second time. 

But this is only a part of the record. 
He sought and is still seeking by every 
means in his power to ‘commit the dem- 
ocratic party to the most infamous 
financial legislation that the corrupt re- 
publican party ever conceived and car- 
ried out. He compelled his cabinet of- 
ficers to change their convictions. He 
scornfully snubbed men who were 
famous as democrats before his name 
was ever heard of. 

With the cry that “public office is a 
public trust” fresh on his lips, he used 
the public patronage at his command to 
bribe and reward those who were wil- 
ling to sell out their party. From first 
to last, during his second term, Mr. 
Cleveland has been swift to sacrifice the 
interests of the people and of his party 
to the selfish demands of the interna- 
tional bankers of New York and to the 
greed of the gold speculators. He has 
insisted that office holders, whom he 
would not permit to work in behalf of 
their party, should use all their influence, 
personal and official, in behalf of the 
selfish schemes of the money power. 

All this is so fresh in the minds of 
the honest democrats of the country 
that it is hardly worth referring to here. 
Never in the histery of the country has 
the public “Service been so shamelessly 
debauched and perverted as it has been 
fnder the second administration of Mr. 
Cleveland. Never has there been a 
more disgraceful attempt to destroy a 
great party than that which has been 
made by him and the subservient flun- 
kies he has gathered around him. 

Until within the past sixty days there 
were few democrats who were willing 
to express the hope that their party 
would win at the polls last year.

The present month is celebrated for 
its supply of June bugs and commence- 
ment orators. 

Every institution of learning in the 


last few days, and various topics of 
interest have heen discussed. 

Some of these speeches have been 
gems of eloquence, while others have 
been ridiculous and stilted blunders. 

Last week a commencement address 
was delivered before the graduating 
class of the Northwestern university, at 
Evanston, lll, by ex-Governor D. Hl. 
Chamberlain, of New York. Notwith- 
Standing the fact that the university 
was a denominational institution, un- 
der the control of the Methodist church, 
the distinguished speaker of the even- 
ing proceeded to observe that he was 
glad to realize that the time had passed 
“when the church in any of its branches 
Should be allowed to seize upon or 
dominate our ¢hief seats of learning.” 

Such a declaration as this was well 
calculated to arouse the indignation 
of the faculty and board of trustees, 
but the speaker was allowed to pro- 
ceed without interruption. 

After making this unfortunate break 
he next assailed the republican rolicy 
of protection; and as the greateer part 
of his audience happened to be -epubli- 
cans he soon realized from the pehavior 
of the crowd that he had made a serious 
blunder. But he did not stop here. He 
next paid his respects to the suffrage 
movement and then prayed for a deliver- 
ance of the country from the protection 
of modern politics. In this connection he 
referred to Platt, Quay and Hill as 
typical demagogues whose influence 
was in the highest degree pernicious. 

Such speeches as thesef/do but little 
good. Whatever of truth such eloquent 
effusions contain is destroyed by the 
temper in which it is expressed. Every 
commencement orator should ‘nake it 
a point to reach the heart of his au- 
dience and, as far as possible, without 
sacrificing principle, to avoid anytning 
like antagonism. 
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A Singular Coincidence, 

The battle of Waterloo was fought on 
June 18, 1815. As the result of that 
terrific combat, the star of Napvleon, 
which had dazzled the eyes of all Eu- 
rope, went down in complete and over- 
whelming disaster. 

This somewhat remote though’ strik- 
ing incident of history is recalled by the 
fact that the national republican con- 
vention is now in session in St. Louis. 

Not only is this fact in itself sig- 
nificant, but there are other features 
of resemblance which render the paral- 
lel in a measure startling. 

The friends of Mr. William MchKinley, 
who will doubtless be the nominee of 
the republican party for presidential 
honors, have discovered in him a mark- 
ed resemblance to the man of destiny 
and have fondly dubbed him-as Amer- 
ica’s political Napoleon. , 

Several days ago, in writing to the 

anager of his campaign, Mr. Mclin- 
ley expressed the hope that he would 
not be nominated on Friday, as that was 
a most unlucky day and would doubt- 
less have a baleful effect upon the 
campaign. He reminded Mr. Hanna 
that Blaine was nominated on Friday, 
and that Harrison, who was defeated In 
his second race for president, was like- 
wise nominated on that unlucky day of 
the week. 

Perhaps it never occurred to Mr. Me- 
Kinley that Thursday would prove a 
still more unlucky day than Friday, 
since it commemorated the battle of Wa- 
terloo and the final overthrow of the 
first Napoleon. 

If Mr. McKinley is nominated on Fri- 
day, it will be a bad omen, according 
to his own written confession. If he is 
nominated today, it will be a bad omen, 
according to the precedent established 
on June 18, 1815, when the invincible 
army of Napoleon was scattered by Eng- 
lish troops under Wellington. 

Mr. McKinley and the republican par- 
ty seem to be in quite a bad predica- 
ment, if there is anything in signs and 
omens. 
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Mr. Cleveland and Cuba. 

Since the adjournment of congress 
last week the real attitude of the ad- 
ministration in regard to the Cuban 
question has become apparent. 

It is now perfectly clear that Mr. 
Cleveland has only waited for congress 
to adjourn before giving expression to 
his own arbitrary and independent 
views on this question.

Taking advantage of the fact 
that congress has adjourned until next 
December, he hastens to dispel what- 
ever doubt may have existed in the 
public mind as to his attitude in regard 
to the Cuban resolutions, and in doing 
this he displays a courage which does 
credit to his peculiar notions of chiv- 
alry. 

Had he declared his intentions with re- 
spect to these resolutions prior to the ad- 
journment of congress he would doubt- 
less have had a serious difficulty on 
his hands. |

Endowed with peculiar gifts, which he 
enlarged by constant and careful study, 
he achieved a marked success in the 
dramatic field and held a secure place in 
the esteem and confidence of the pub- 
lic. 

As Davy Crockett, his success was no 
less pronounced than that of Joe Jeffer- 
son, in his famous Rip Van Winkle. 

His style of acting was robust and orig- 
inal. There was nothing imitative 
about him, and the laurels which he 
achieved on the stage were distinctively 
his own. 

Though talent is by no means scarce 
on the American stage, the face of this 
genial actor will long. be missed by 
those who have witnessed his marvel- 
lous productions before the footlights, 
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The Canadian Election. 

> Owing to the great interest which at- 
taches to our presidential campaign, lit- 
tle or no attention has been given to the 
great political struggle which is now 
going on in the Dominion. 

The Dominion of Canada is ruled upon 
the same principle ofa responsible min- 
istry as is England. ‘The conservative 
party, for various reasons, is generally in 
power, though the liberal party contains 
the backbone of the people of the Do- 
nition. Owing to the contest between 
French vested rights and English pos- 
session, there are continual conflicts 
which produce irritation and discord. In 
the Dominion there exists what is known 
as separate schools, that is, in eastern 
Canada, now the province of Quebec, 
whete the French language and Catholi- 
cism prevail, the Protestant minority is 
permitted to have separate schools, where 
their own ideas are taught. In western 
Canada, or Ontario, the rule is reversed, 
and the separate schools are permitted to 
the Catholic minority. 

This system worked well as long as it 
was applied to the two provinces imme- 
diately concerned, but when, through the 
building of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, new provinces grew up through the 
west, Frenchmen from Quebee and Eng- 
lishmen from Ontario went into them, 
and carried -with them their alleged 
rights gvhich belonged to each at home. 
It was much like the immigration from 
slave and free states into the western 
territories before the war, and out of 
which grew the terrible conflicts which 
gave to us the memories of “Bleeding 
Kansas.” The “Bleeding Kansas” of the 
Dominion of Canada is Manitoba. The 
conflicting school men each claimed their 
own side,. and appealed to the privy 
council of England for a settlement of 
the dispute. That body decided.in favor 
of the French and the Catholics. 

Immediately the province was aflame 
against the idea of coercion. Prime Min- 
ister Tupper, of the Dominion govern- 
ment, himself a Protestant, advocated 
and was enforcing a policy of coercion. 
The controversy reached an acute state, 
and a few weeks ago Mr. Tupper resign-

ed, and a general election was precipi- 
tated upon the Dominion. 

The strange feature.of this campaign 
is that an Orangeman of Scotch extrac- 
tion is leading a fight which would mean 
the coercion of the Protestants of Mani- 
toba, while a Frenchman and a Catholic, 
Sir Wilfred Laurier, is leading the liberal 
party, which proposes conciliation in- 
stead of coercion. From Quebec, on the 
Atlantic coast, to Victoria, on the Pacific, 
Dominion orators are now displaying 
their talents, and some scenes worthy 
even of the United States are being 
enacted. Appearances point toward the 
success of the liberal party, though all 
the court influences are in favor of the 
conservatives, who are utterly English 
and as utterly unable to see what the 
great mass of people want.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


In the Charleston navy yard museum 
there is an umbrella which was used by 
the Constitution in making her escape from 
the English fleet in July, 1812. This is all 
that is told by the*card attached to it and 
the umbrella is a complete puzzle to nearly 
every one who visits the museum. In the 
first place it jis altogether different from 
any umbrella that any one ever saw be- 
fore, and in the second place not one per- 
son in a hundred would know -hhow it was 
that the Constitution made use of it in 
effecting her escape from the British ves- 
sels, 

The purpose for which it was intended 
and used was as a sea anchor, and its sto- 
ry is as follows: 

On July 18, 1812, the Constitution, then 
cruising under the command of that fa- 
mous old fighter, Isaac Hull, was sur- 
rounded by Brooke’s squadron of five ves- 
sels. Before they could close in on him, 
however, it fell calm, and Captain Hull at 
oncé made use of the umbreila, of which 
there were two aboard. A cable was bent 
sto one of the umbrellas at what would be 
the handle in one of the ordinary kind, and 
the umbrella was folded up and taken out 
by a boat to a cable’s length ahead of the 
vessel. It was then thrown overboard, 
and as soon as the crew began to haul in 
on the windless it, of course, spread out, 
giving a drag by which the vessel could be 
warped ahead. While the vessel was warp- 
ing up to this one the other one was taken 
out, and before the British had  discov- 
ered what Hull was doing he had got out- 
side of the circle with which they had sur- 
rounded him, They immediately began to 
pursue the same tactics, but he ran two 
twenty-four-pound guns out of his cabin 
windows and kept them from getting any- 
where near him, as whenever one of the 
boats carrying out a drag came up astern 
of him, he would fire with one of the 
“Long Toms,” and in this way kept the 
ships from closing in. This was kept up 
for two days, and on the evening of the 
second day came up a squall. Hull carried 
all sail through it, gaining such an advan- 
tage over the Englishmen that he was out 
of sight the next morning. Thus, but for 
the uncouth-looking umbrella at the navy 
yard, the Constitution would probably have 
been captured or sunk, and some of the 
fairest pages in our naval history would 
have remained unwritten. 


The Columbian quarter is already worth 
$1.50. In ten years from now this coin is 
likely to bring as much as $10. Only a 
limited number of these Columbian quarters 
were issued from the mints, about 40,000 be- 
ing the number. They are interesting for 
several reasons. They are the only coins 
struck in this country bearing a crowned 
head. The portrait is that of Isabella, the 
queen of Spain. The Columbian half dol- 
lar will never become rare, as millions of 
these were issued during the exposition. 
In speaking of old coins a leading news- 
paper observes: 

It is an odd fact that the gold coins of 
the United States up to 1835 had no values 
marked on them; their denominations were 
only distinguishable by their sizes. In De- 
cember last a copper cent of 1823 was sold 
at auction in Philadelphia for $190. At the 
same sale a copper half cent of 1796 was 
disposed of for $300. Both were in beauti- 
ful condition, almost as if fresh minted. 
Cents and half cents of the same issues 
may be purchased for 25 cents apiece in 
poor condition. Recently a paragraph has 
been going the rounds of the newspapers 
describing a priceless coin worn as a scarf- 
pin by Postmaster General Wilson. It isa 
gold stater of Philip of Macedon, fati.er of 
Alexander the Great. Philip was the first 
man who ever put his own effigy on a coin. 
This piece is worth about $6 intrinsically. 
It is not very precious, from the ecollector’s 
point of view, however. A specimen in 
first-rate condition may be bought for $15.— 
Philadelphia Times. 


Texas is not only the biggest state in 
the union, but lays claim to the biggest 
hog ever raised in the United States. The 
hog weighs 1,430 pounds and is eight feet 
three inches long. He measures six feet 
around the neck, eight feet around the 
body and stands four feet and one inch 
high. His feet are as large as those of a 
common ox and the leg bone larger than 
that of the largest steers. He is Poland 
China and Red Jersey. He eats corn like 
an ox, takes the whole ear in his mouth

Atlanta Camp Will Invite the Governor 
To Go to Richmond. 


Atlanta To Make a Pull for the Next 


Reunion, 


THIS CITY WILL HAVE A STRONG SHOWING 


Sasbville Is Hot After the Conven- 
tion, but Atlanta Has the 
Call. 


Governor Atkinson will receive an invi- 
tation today to accompany the Atlanta 
camp of confederate veterans to the re- 
ynin at Richmond, on the 30th instant. 

The invitation is the outgrowth of the 
Sumter county resolutions, the purport of 
which was directly the reverse of the mean- 
ing of the invitation from the Atlanta ex- 
confederates. The invitation will be couch- 
ed in strong terms and will be very urgent. 
The veterans will express their earnest and 
hearty wish that the governor go with 
¢hent and take a prominent part in their 


proceedings. 

The invitation has not been voted the 
governor by a regular meeting of the vet- 
erans for the reason that no meeting has 
been held since Monday, when the ques- 
tion Was sprung as a sort of surprise. At 
that time none of the members had time 
to take thought as to the proper course 


to be pursued. 

There was a strong sentiment against 
concurring in the Sumter county resolu- 
tions at that time, as was shown by the 
gtrong vote by which the consideration of 
them was tabled. The time was too short 
to take any further action, however, but 
after the meeting there was quite a lot 
of talk among the veterans favorable to 
inviting Governor Atkinson to accompany 
the veterans to Richmond. 

The question Was taken up by the veter- 
ans and talked over Tuesday and yester- 
day. The delegates who will represent the 
Atlanta post in the convention of veterans 
discussed the mratter and decided to invite 
the governor to go to Richmond. To this 
end a committee consisting of Messrs. 
Thomas B. Neal, W. A. Hemphill, Andrew 
J. West and Henry R. Powers, was ap- 
pointed to communicate with the governor 
and extend the invitation of the delegates. 

This committee will present the invita- 
tion today. They will extend it in a let- 
ter, in a formal manner, and there is no 
doubt of the governor’s accepting. 

The governor has all along intended to 
ge. He will be accompanied by twenty 
members of his staff and théy will ride 

ia the big procession on the second day 

ofthe reunion. There will be several gov- 
emors in line on that day, among them 

Virginia’s gallant governor, Charles T. 

OFerrall, who has a war record that would 

make any soldier proud. 

. Frank Callaway, the governor's 
one secretary, will leave for Richmond 
t to make preparations for the visit 

@the governor and his staff. He will se- 

cite quarters for them and arrange for 

herses for them to ride in the procession. 
it now seems very probable that the gov- 
emer will be a speaker at the reunion. It 
was stated yesterday that he would be 
asked. to speak on behalf of Atlanta-as 

the proper place for the next meeting 
of the veterans. 

The Atlanta post wil! make a strong 
fight to secure the next reunion for At- 
lanta, and the probability is that the dele- 
gates will be successful. The most formid- 
able rival of this city is NasMfville, which 
Wil urge the selection of the Tennessee 
capital on account of the fact that the 
Tennessee Centennial is to be held next 
year. As the Centennial will not be held 
until after the reunion of veterans, how- 
ever, the Atlanta delegates will urge that 
this should be no reason why the veterans 
should go to Nashville. 

The principle of rotation will be one of 
the strong arguments which the Atlanta 
delegates will urge in support of their 
claim for this city. 

Tennessee has already had one reunion 
of the veterans—the first one. The one 
to be held next year will be the seventh 
One that has been held. It has been the 
Policy of the veterans to hold the reunions 
at cities throughout the south. They have 
been held at Chattanooga, Columbus, 
Miss.; Houston, Tex., and now at Rich- 
mond, It is only reasonable that the next 
One should be held in Atlanta, as this is

MATRIMONIAL KNOTS WERE UN- 
TED IN THE COURTS.

And That Their Lives Were Made Mis- 
erable on Account of Abuse and 
Cruel Treatment. 


Because her husband refused to eat at 
the same table with his wife and persisted 
in saying things that mortified her, Mrs. 
Mary Ella Alexander was granted a total 
divorce in the superior court yesterday. 

Mrs. Alexander testified that she was 


| married to William Henry Alexander De- 


cember 6, 1892, and they lived together 
as husband and wife for nearly one year. 
Since June 27, 1893, they have been separated, 
as her husband drove her frcm his home 
and refused to longer live with her as his 
wife, she says, 

In her petition, Mrs. Alexander avers 
that she loved her husband and during 
the time they lived together she was a 
faithful and affectionate wife and gave 
him no cause to refuse to live with her and 
continue the matrimonfal relations he as- 
sumed at the marriage altar. 

During all that time Mrs. Alexander says 
she did her utmost to make her husband 
happy, but failed. Though she did what 
She could to make him happy, she says he 
told her that he did not love her, and after 
that time he refused to speak to her or al. 
low her to speak to him. 

Mrs. Alexander testified yesterday that 
he refused to eat at the same table with 
her or to sleep in the same room, and that 
he continually mortified her and wounded 
her feelings while in the presence of others. 
About a year ago, she says, he sent her 
to Taliulah Falls, and soon wrote her a 
letter saying that he did not love her and 
no person on earth could persuade him to 

so. 
His Love Grew Cold. 

Eight years ago Mrs.'’May Belle Wilson 
married John F. Wilson. 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Wilson testified 
that the marriage had not been a happy 
union, and charged her husband with ha- 
bitual drunkenness and cruelty. 

Two children—a bey and a girl—blessed 
the union, and the mother asked yesterday 
that the children be placed in her posses- 
sion, claiming that their father was not a 
proper person to care for them. 

Mrs. Wilson said that her husband was 
constantly in an intoxicated condition anda 
would return home at night only to curse 
and abuse her. She said his profanity and 
cruelty caused her to leave her home and 
prompted her to appeal to the courts to 
sever the marriage vows. 

The jury returned a verdict in a few mo- 
ments granting a divorce a vinculo matri- 
monii. 


Says Her Life Was Miserable. 

A final divorce decree was granted Mrs. 
Fannie Allen yesterday in the superior 
court, and her maiden name, Fannie Gar- 
vin, was restored. 

Mrs. Allen married John S. Allen ten 
years ago, when she was quite young, and 
though she claimed that her husband had 
mistreated her, she said she had been faith- 
ful to her marriage vows and had been a 
dutiful and affectionate wife. 

The grounds for divorce were that her 
husband was cruel to her and that she 
received inhuman treatment at his hands. 
She charged that he made vile accusations 
against her only to harass and mortify her. 

She testified thnt the cruel treatment 
began about two years after the marriage 
and continued until October, 1, 1894, when 
she wa8 compelled to leave him. 

Divorced from His Wife. 

After having been married for more than 
a quarter of a century, the matrimonial 
relations of Mr. and Mrs. John D. Black- 
well were dissolved yesterday in the court. 

On October 9, 1873, John D. Blackwell 
married Miss Jane Renau. Four children 
have been born, one of whom is now mar- 
ried. 

It was shown in the evidence yesterday 
before the jury that Blackwell had pro- 
vided for his family to the best of his 
ability, while it was claimed that his wife 
was cruel to him and the children. 

He said his wife neglected him when he 
was sick, an® continually abused and 
scolded him. He’ claimed she abused his 
children in a cruel manner and that his 
life, since a few weeks after the marriage, 
had been one of great misery.

Old-Time Prices. 
‘ditor Constitution—In a recent editorial 
discussion of the above topic by one of your 
contemporaries favoring the gold standard 
he states that he ‘‘found the following quo- 
tations of prices at Columbus, Ga., in De- 


r cember, 1848—cotton 4% to 5% cents; bagging 


29 to 25 cents per yard, etc.” 

These were certainly very low prices for 
cotton, and very high prices for bagging, 
and every farmer will readily notice the re- 
markable difference. Cotton being exceed- 
ingly low, and bagging extremely high, it 
an “economic. problem” diffi- 
cult of solution to some of them, but I 
think it comparatively easy, when we go 
back -to ‘that time, and take into considera- 
tion all the circumstances and cnuses 
tending to produce the effect. We did not 
have the facilities of transportation then 
that we have now, or cotton would have 
been much higher and bagging much lower 
than they were. As evidence of the fact, 
prices. were vastly different in New York 
at that time from those quoted in Colm- 
bus. In fact*the average price of cotton 
in New York in 1848 was 8.03, and cotton 
sold the same year at 13 cents. In 1847 the 
average price was 11.21, and the average 
price ee succeeding ten years was 1}

$50 LIGENSE FEE 


Gas Company and Street Car Companies 
Won’t Be Taxed Higher, 


Reduces the Rates for Wholesale Lum- 


INSURANCE BROKERS MUST PAY $200 


Judge Van Epps, Colonel W. C. Glenn 
and Many Business Men Before 
the Tax Committee. 


The street car comparies of Atlanta will 
not be required to pay a license of $200 as 
originally desired by the tax committee of 
the council. Nor will the gas companies 


be required to pay that amount, 

The tax committee held a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon and receded from Its po- 
sition that those corporations must pay 4n 
additional license tax next year to what 
they have been preying. The committee de- 
cided to allow the tax rate remain as in the 
past. 

Four vigorous cemplaints were made to 
the tax committee about the proposition to 
increase the license rate, and out of that 
number three of the complaints were rec- 
ognized and concessions were granted to 
the complainants. The committee volunta- 
rily took up the street car rate question 
and reduced the tax. The boot and shoe re- 
pairers were the orly complainants who 
were turned down by the committee, 

Insurance brokers will be required to 
pay a fee of $200 per year to do business 
in Atlanta. In the past they have been 
paying $50. Any broker can represent as 
many companies vs desired for that license 
fee. It was at first proposed to tax the 
agents $50 for each company represented, 
but upon consideration the rate was made 
$200, no more and no less. 

Instead of paying $75 per year the whole- 
sale lumber dealers and the lumber brokers 
must pay $30. They complained that it 
was unjust to make them pay $75 while 
the retail men are taxed only $25. By rea- 
son of a strenuous kick the wholesale men 
got $25 knocked off of their license. 

The tax committee will make a report 
to the council at its special meeting this 
afternoon recommending the reductions 
mentioned. The original report is already 
in the council, and has been read once by 
the clerk. The committee has under con- 
sideration certain other items of the tax 
schedule, and it may be that other recom- 
mendations will be made. 

Gas Company Makes a Point. 

Judge Howard Van Epps appeared before 
the committee on behalf of the Atlanta Gas 
Company. He made the point that the 
city could not tax his company more than 
$50 per year by reason of certain agree- 
ments existing between the city and the 
company, and a decree of the presiding 
officer of the superior court handed down 
some time ago. It seems that the city 
formerly owned stock in the gas compa- 
ny and certain agreements about the tax 
rate and license fees were entered into 
which will remain in effect uptil 1904. The 
company pays ad valorem tax on its prop- 
erty to the amount of $175,000, and the 
actual assessed ad valorem on the property 
of the Gate City Gas Company. An ordi- 
nance of the city says that where the 
ad valorem maximum tax rate is named the 
license feé shall not be more than $50. 
These facts were recognized by the commit- 
tee and instead of recommending that 
the two gas companies pay $400 per year 
the council will now be asked to assess the 
gas company only $50 as in the past. 


Colonel Glenn for the Brokers. 


Colonel W. C. Glenn uppeared for the in- 
surance brokers of the city or rather for 
Messrs. McIntyre and Wilcox. He asked 
that the brokers be taxed not more than 
$50 regardless of the number of companies 
represented. He said that high taxes 
meant high insurance rates. He cited the 
fact that his clients had already gone to 
the courts questioning the right of the 
city to tax each company $50. He hoped 
that the committee would appreciate the 
advantage ‘of the insurers of the city by 
having lower taxes and lewer insurance 
rates. The committee decided to name 
only one fee of $200, which decision Was 
reached ‘.o get around the doubtful point 
as +o whether one broker can be taxed for 
several different companies represented. 


Lumber Men Make a Kick. 


Foote & Zuber and Mr. Wilson and other 
wholesale lumber men asked to be heard 
on the license question, and they argued 
for a lower rate than named by the com- 
mittee. “hey claimed that it was unjust 
to make them pay $75 for selling lumber 
at wholesale while the retail men were 
taxed only $25 and allowed to sell at whole- 
sale also. The committee argued that it 
was the policy of the city to tax all whole- 
sale lines more than retail ones. It was 
finally agreed to reduce the rate to $50. 


Shoe Repairers Kick in Vain. 


Mr. M. Gaines and a number of shoe 
makers and repairers explained that they 
were made to take out license while the 
retail shoe dealers of the city employed 
repair men and conducted a reguiar repair 
business without taking out add ¥ional li- 
cease. They asked that all be put on an 
equal footing, requiring the merchants to 
pay the same if they are allowed to do a 
repair business. The request was turned 
down by the committee. 

Adjourned Meeting Today. 

Tt is likely that a very lively discussion 
will be indulged in’ between the council- 
men when the tax ordinance is taken up 
this afternoon. Several of the law-makers 
are said to have their axes sharpened for 
the occasion and will endeavor to cut the 
report of the committee into shreds in 
many instances. The meeting will be an 
adjourned sessicn of last Monday’s meet- 
ing, and it was agreed that no business 
shall be transacted except the considera- 
tion of the tax ordinance and the reports

MAIL TRAINS CAN RUN OVER 
HOSE IF ON THE TRACGS. 


The Water Board Solves a Problem. 
Will Lay Pipes Under the North 
Avenue Tracks. 


A large portion of the city south of the 
railroad tracks at North avenue has been 
practically at the mércy of fire since that 
‘section of the city was built up. There are 
no fire plugs in the populous (istrict and 
‘when ‘the fire department has been called 
to extinguish conflagrations there it was 
found necessary to lay, in some cases, 2,000 
feet of hose, and that, too, across the rail- 


road tracks. 

As is well known all mail trains or wagons 
carrying the United States mail have the 
right to go their way without interruption 
or interference under any circumstances 
and by reason of that fact mail trains 
would have the right to run over fire hose 
across the tracks regardless of the conse- 
quences. There being no plugs on the south 
side of the tracks the fire companies have 
frequently attached their hose to plugs on 
the north side and laid them across the 
tracks. 

It has always happened that no mail 
trains were stopped by the hose, but some 
time ago Superintendent Woodward pointed 
out to the water board the danger of the 
continuous laying of the hose across the 
tracks, Only a few davs ago it was nec- 
essary to lay hose across the tracks and 
a distance of 2,000 feet to reach a fire. Mr. 
Woodward has argued that it would be 
best to put down underground water pipes 
under the tracks at North avenue and ex- 


- tend them some distance if the city could 


possibly do the work at this time. Nothing 
has been done in the matter as yet, but 
when Mr. Woodward again brought up the 
subject at a meeting of the water board 
yesterday afternoon he was authorized to 
proceed at once to lay a pipe under the 
railroad tracks. 

Mr. Woodward will have the pipe at an 
early date and he will have water yj lugs on 
the south side, affording much better pro- 
tection to that section of the city and in- 
suring residents against the danger of hav- 
ing the water supply cut off during fires 
in order that mail trains might pass. Mr. 
Woodward regards the work as of the tut- 
most importance and he will not delay the 
completion of it. 

More Water for West End. 

The water board has under consideration 
the betterment of the water supply in the 
first ward and in West End. Yesterday the 
matter was discussed with the view vf lay- 
ing a big sixteen or twenty-inch main 
through the first ward along Haynes street 
or some parallel street to Fair street, and 
thence to Pryor street at a most conven- 
lent point, the main connecting with the 
big main on Pryor. At Fair and Peters 
streets a branch line will be constructed 
out Peters street or in that direction to 
West End, giving the extreme western part 
of the city and West End ample water 
supply. The work will not be done this 
year, but the board is investigating the 
matter and will have things in proper shape 
to accomplish the plan as soon as the rec- 
essary money can be obtained. 

Got Too Much Discount. 

A peculiar error which crept into the 
printed rules of the water department was 
discussed yesterday and corrected by the 
board. The rates for water are named in 
a set of rules and regulations and one of 
the rules is that consumers are allowed 
25 per cent discount on their bills if paid 
before the llth of each month. It was the 
intention to offer the discount on the gross 
amount of the bills, but in some marrer 
the printed rule read so as to allow ccnsum- 
ers the same discount on each 1,900 gallons 
of water consumed. Consequently neny 
manufacturers have. been’ getting their 
water supply at 15 cents per 1,000 gal- 
lons, getting 25 per’ cent off the regular 
rate charged them, namely, 40 cents per 
1,000 gallons. In future the discount will 
be allowed only on the gross amount of 
the bills. 

Mr. Winship called the board’s atterition 
to the matter and the finance committee 
was authorized to correct the error. All of 
the printed rate sheets will be ‘lestroved 
and new ones printed, explaining that the 
discount will be allowed only 2738 stated.

‘MR. WIMBISH 
CHARGES COLLUSION 


Says the Newton Bill Was ‘‘Collusively 
Instigated’’ by Bigby and English 


EAGLE AND PHENIX CASE 


Messrs. Bigby and English Declared 


To Be Unfit for Receivers. 


MOTION TO DISMISS THEM AS SUCH 


Attorneys Opened the Litigation Be- 
fore Judge Newman, but a Snag 
Stopped the Court. 


The now sensational Eagle and Phenix 
case was taken up in the United States cir- 
suit court yesterday morning. Judge New- 
man allowed the presentation of certain 
petitions and papers in the case and then 
declared a recess until 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing in order to allow sonte of the parties 
interested to perfect their standing in the 


litigation. 

During the short session of the court yes- 
terday it was demonstrated that the case 
is destined to become one of the most noted 
and sensational on record in the circuit 
court in many years. In point of impor- 
tance and vastness of interests involved 
the case has few parallels in this section. 
Some startling developments are alleged 
to be in training for public rehearsal and 
before many days the case will doubtless 
have assumed legal complications from 
which it will require many years to extri- 
cate it. 

Already some damaging charges have 
been recited and more are behind the 
scenes. It is expected that charges and 
counter charges will be the order of busi- 
ness until the affairs of the company ere 
fully aired in public view. 


The Bill Collusively Investigated. 

Yesterday morning Mr. W. A. Wimbish, 
of Columbus, one of the leading attorneys 
of the state, representing certain creditors 
of the Eagle and Phenix Company, arose 
and read a petition praying that Judge 
Newman set aside and dismiss the Newton 
bill, appointing Judge J. S. Bigby, Captain 
J. W. English and Mr. G. Gunby Jordan, 
co-receivers of the company, on the ground 
that ‘“‘said bill was collusively instigated 
by John S. Bigby, the president of said 
manufacturing company; J. W. English, 
the president of said American Trust and 
Banking Company, and certain members 
of the board of directors of said manufact- 
uring company, for the purpose of antici- 
pating any action on the part and in behalf 
of the stockholders and other interested 
persons, and for the purpose of gaining con- 
trol of the litigation, having a receiver 
friendly to the interests appointed, and of 
screening themselves from judicial inqui- 
ry into their own misconduct.” 

Continuing, the petition alleges that 
neither John S. Bigby nor J. W. English 
are fit and proper persons to. act as re- 
ceivers of the court in this behalf, the said 
Bigby being the president of said manu- 
facturing company, and chiefly responsible 
for the mismanagement of its affairs and 
for the desperate condition causing its in- 
solvency; and the said English being trus- 
tee for the holders of the first mortgage 
bonds, is responsible for the sale of said 
bonds and the application of the proceeds 
to the payment of deposits in the savings 
department, which trust petitioners allege 
he has not faithfully and properly dis- 
charged. 

Mr. Wimbish appeared before the court 
and after reading his petition he argued 
that the interests of the creditors of the 
company demanded that the property be 
left in the hands of the receivers appoirted 
by Judge Butts in Columbus. He declared 
that possession of the property had first 
been taken by the Columbus receivers and 
that they had rightful possession. He 
thought that the court should recognize and 
refuse to disturb’ such possession, ‘‘in 
view of the fact that the controversies in 
the two courts are separate and independ- 
ent, although relating to the same matter.” 
He would further show that the possession 
of the receivers of the state court should 
be respected, and the administration of the 
property permitted, under the equitable 
petition filed in the state court. 

Mr. Wimbish’'s standing in the court was 
challenged, his opponents Claiming that 
his clients were not parties to the suit as 
it stood. They were sustained by the court 
and Mr. Wimbish secured a postponement 
of the case until this morning, giving him 
time to perfect his standing. In the after- 
noon he filed a plea to be made a party to 
the case and- this morning will make fu]] 
petition for that right. The case will then 
be taken up and proceeded with on the 
original line. Mr. Wimbish will argue for 
the dismissal of the order appointing Judge 
Bigby, Captain English and Mr. Jordan 
receivers. 

Collusion Strongly Denied. 

Mr. Charles A. Collier strenuously denied 
that there had been collusion on the part of 
any one, as alleged by Mr. Wimbish, and 
he stated that a meeting of the directors 
would be held and the charge officially de- 
nied. Captain W. D. Ellis, Colonel L. F. 
Garrard, Colonel A. S. Cox, ‘Mr. Wimbish, 
Mr. Collier and others addressed the court, 
pointing out their different interests in the 
case. Several papers and amendments to 
the bill were filed and discussed. Mr. E. 
W. Martin took a hand in the case repre- 
senting the Cheney estate. The defendants 
to Mr. Wimbish’s petition will probably 
make answer to his sensational allegations 
this morning. 

A Quorum Not Present. 

It was expected that the meeting of the 
directors of the Eagle and Phenix Company 
would be held last night, but as some of 
the directors did not arrive in time, having 
missed their railroad connections, the 
meeting will be held this morning. It 
takes five to make a quorum of the di- 
rectors, and only four were in Atlanta 
last night.

HE STOLE HIS BABY 


William Stephens Takes His Ten-Weeks 
Old Child from Its Mother, 


ee 


A STEPDAUGHTER THE CAUSE 


Mrs. Stephens Will Prasecute Her 
Husband on the Charge of 
Kidnaping. 


A warrant will, be sworn out in Judge 
Landrum’s court this morning for William 
Stephens, a middle aged white man, en 
the charge of kidnapping. He is accused 
of having stolen his ten weeks’ old baby 
from his wife at her home on the Howell 
mill road, abcut two miles from the city. 

Mrs. Stephens appeared at polie head- 
quarteys yesterday afternoon only a short 
while after her baby had been stolen and 
sought the assistance of Chief Connolly in 
having her husband arrested, but she was 
referred to the justice courts, 

Mr. Stephens and his wife are separated, 
and it is the same old story of the pos- 
session of the child. The unhappy mother 
is completely broken hearted over her loss 
and is determined to not only recover the 
baby, but to bring Stephens to justice. 

The couple heve been married a litle 
over a year and their wedded life has been 
Iraught with much trouble and unhappi- 
ness. The husband has been marvcied once 
before, and this is the third time the wife 
has sworn to “‘honor and obey.” 

The Cause of the Trouble. 

During Mrs. Stephens’s second matrimo- 
nial experience a little girl was bern. 
She is now four years old and seems to 
be the cause ofrall the present trouble. 

The mother states that Stephens has 
vowed that he would not live with her if 
she allowed the little girl to remain in 
the house. The point of dispute has often 
been the cause of much unpleasantness in 
the family, and Mrs. Stephens has con- 
cluded that she will keep her little girl 
if she dies in the attempt. 

Tne wife claims that Tuesday morning 
Stephens asked her to send the child away 
and on her refusal to do so, he cursed 
and beat and otherwise ill treated her. 
He soon left the house and has not been 
seen by his wife since until yesterday 
afternoon. 


Stole the Baby. 

Mrs. Stephens was in the rear of her 
little dwelling about ¢ o’clock yesterday 
afternoon laboring with her weekly wWash- 
ing when she saw Stephens coming up 
the road. He went up to her and inquired 
as to the whereabouts of the baby. 

The wife replied that the little one was 
lying in the front room on the bed. Steph- 
ens immediately entered the house, gather- 
ed his little ten weeks’ old child in his 
arms, Walked out the gate and up the 
road. 

“The mother did not know that her child 
had been stolen until she was notified of 
the fact by Mrs. #Warren, her mother, 
who happened to be present at the time, 
and saw Stephens disappear with the baby 
in the direction of his home. 
Sought the Officers. 

The two women knew that they 
helpless to recover the baby without the 
aid of the authorities, so they immediately 
started to the city, arriving at Chief Con- 
nolly’s office in the=station house about 
5 o'clock. Mrs. StephenS'carried her little 
girl with her. and the ‘tears flowed eo- 
pidusly down her cheeks’aS she teld her 
sad story to the hig heatted officer. 

The chief informed her, however, that 
she would have to swear 2ut uw warrant 
for her husband's arrest before the officers 
could interfere. The mother then proceed- 
ead up Decatur street, fighting her way 
through the motley crowd, towards Justice 
Landrum’s cffice. She arrived too late, 
however, but will secure the desired papers 
this morning. 

Mrs. Warren stated yesterday afternoon 
that Stephens had come to her house 
yesterday morning, near the waterworks, 
aad had thregtened, it is said, to secure 
the child. He had on several previous oc- 
casions brought the little girl, over whom 
the dispute originated, to her. house with 
the request that she be kept there, but 
Mrs. Warren has eleven children of her 
own and could find no more room. 

It is thought that Stephens took the 
baby to his home on the Howell mill's 
road, about five miles from the city, wh-1e 
he operates a small farm for a living. He 
could not be seen yesterday, and conse- 
quentiy his version of the affair is not 
known,

A Prosperous Chinaman Who Lives in 
a Rocking Chair. 

Oakland, Cal., has a taxpayer whose 
home is an antiquated rocking chair, and 
who has astonished the authorities by obey- 
ing an ordinance which, it was thought, 
would serve to end his peculiar ways if 
enforced. The eccentric resident is a 
Chinaman named Chang Wee, and he re- 
pairs cane seated chairs for a livelihood. 

Chang Wee covers a great deal of ter- 
ritory and does not consider jit worth 
while to establish himself in a house, says 
The San Francisco Chronicle. So he car- 
ries a sample chair with him upon his back 
and when meal time or night overtakes 
him he plants himself down wherever he 
chances to he and enjoys a repast of rice 
or prunes or goes to sleep for the night. 
Chang is partial to highways and many 
people have been puzzled to see him hud 
dled up in his chair at the side of sq 
suburban road calmly waiting for j 
morrow. 

Some time ago Chang was told that he 
could not occupy the streets at night un- 
less he hung out a lantern, for the law 
was explicit on the point that obstructions 
should be indicated by lights after dusk. 
This did not discourage the Chinaman 
and he at once secured a beacon, which 
he hangs from the back of his chair now 
upon retiring. 

Chang is a property owner and owns a 
lot, in partnership with another Chinaman, 
on East Fourteenth street. Nevertheless, 
he considers himself too poor to afford a 
place in which to sleep and eat. He 
walks through Alameda and Contra Costa 
counties repairing chairs and making fair 
Wages thereby. He has put in the past 
week in Oekland, and will now strike 


out on his country beat, to be gone two | 


months. 

Among the Chinese he is looked upon 
with suspicion, for they consider his 
Ways radically ineonsistent and absurd. 
Nevertheless, Chang Wee is making a zood 
living and saving all but a mite of it.

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HE LOST HIS HAND 


AND NOW SUES FOR THE AMOUNT 
OF HIS ACCIDENT POLICY. 


The Caldwell Will Case Was Conclud- 
ed Yesterday Morning and a Con- 
sent Verdict Was Argued. 


Rev. A. R. Fowler,,a prominent. Presby- 
terian clergyman who. is pastor of the 
Presbyterian church at Elberton, is the 
plaintiff in an interesting case which was 
taken up yesterday afternoon in the first 
division of the city court. Dr. Fowler is su- 
ing the Preferred Accident Insurance Com- 
pany for $3,000. 

The case was reached just before the 
hour of adjournment and will occupy the 
attention of the court for today. 

Dr. Fowler claims that he had an accl- 
dent policy in the Preferred Accident In- 
surance Company, which guaranteed a pay- 
ment of $2,500 for the loss of a hand. 

Seven days after the policy was taken 
out he lost his hand from a gunshot wound, 
which necessitated amputation. ‘The cir- 
cumstances of the accident may probably 
be the grounds of the fight made in the 
Case by the insurance company. 

‘Dr. Fowler says he was out riding in a 
buggy, when the shotgun was accidentally 
discharged and his hand was mutilated by 
receiving the full load of shot. The point 
which may be made by the defense is that 
the accident occurred before the policy was 
delivered. 

An attempt is being made by the defense 
to. throw the case out of court. In the 
event it is not successful in this direction 
it is said an effort will be made to prove 
that the injury was not the direct result of 
an accident. The company takes the posi- 
tion that the matter should be investi- 
gated, as the circumstances show that it 
Was possible for fraud to have been used. 

The case will be resumed this morning 
and Mr. Fowler will endeavor to prove that 
the shooting was purely accidental, while 
the company will fight the case on several 
grounds. : 

The Caldwell Will Must Stand. 

The Caldwell will was yesterday estab- 
lished by a consent verdict, which was 
taken in open court at 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning before Judge Lumpkin. 

The case has been pending in the superior 
court several days, and its sudden ‘iermi- 
nation caused some surprise. 

When Mr. Caldwell died he left a will 
leaving all of his property to Mrs, D. L. 
Hills, his daughter. At the time of his 
death two other daughters were living— 
Mrs. Camilla Kicklighter and Mrs. Norg 
Bullock—who claimed that the will should 
not stand, as they, too, were entitled to 
their portion of the estate. 

It was charged that thelr father was un- 
duly influenced just prior to his death, and 
the will he left was not a just and proper 
disposition of the estate. For certain con- 
siderations made by Mrs. Hills the other 
d@ughters agreed to the consent verdict and 


the case was suddenly concluded.

GAUGER STANTON'S | 


TRAGIC DEATH 


An Atlanta Man Drowns While Trying 
To Save Another 


HIS LITTLE NEPHEW DROWNS 


Was Trying To Carry the Boy Across 
the River. 


THE LITTLE FELLOW BECAME FRIGHTENED 


And Leaped Into the River—News of 
His Death Received at His Of- 
fice Yesterday. 


Mr. M. H. Stanton, city gauger for the 
United States government, met a tragic 
death at his old home near Dahlonega day 
before yesterday. 

News of his terrible death, together with 
that of his little nephew, reached Revenue 
Collector Paul B. Trammell yesterday 
morning, and all day the officials in the 
government building were sad over the 
dramatic intelligence. 

Mr. Trammell got his mews from Hon. 
Mote Boyd, senator from the Dahlonega 
district and a brother-in-law of Mr. Stan- 
ton. Mr, Stanton married Miss Boyd, a 


daughter of Hon; Weir Boyd, of Dahlone- 
ga. Hon. Weir Boyd has been quite a 
prominent figure in state politics and. is a 
well-known minister as well. His son, 
Hon. Mote Boyd, is a member of the pres- 
ent senate. 

Mr. Stanton was widely known through- 
out north Georgia, and was a prominent 
citizen of Dahlonega. He was a promi- 
nent merchant of that place before he 
accepted the appointment of gauger of- 
fered him by Collector Trammell. He had 
just failed in business and accepted the 
place gladly. 

Mr. Stanton met his death by drowning. 
In the hurried letter which Collector Tram- 
mell received yesterday from Senator Boyd 
the details of Mr. Stanton’s death are re- 
lated, and the circumstances are full of 
tragedy. 

Mr. Stanton’s home was in West End, 
this city, where he recently bought a 
house. His wife and family went up to 
Dahlonega some weeks ago to spend the 
summer and were with the family of Mr. 
Boyd. 

Gauger Stanton got a leave of absence 
Friday to go up to see them. He was to 
return yesterday from his leave, but in 
his stead came fhe letter telling of his 
death. 4 

Day before yesterday Mr. Stanton went 
in swimming in the river and his little 
nephew, David Gaillard, was with him. 
Mr. Stanton undertook to swim across the 
river with the little boy,on his back. 

He was a fine swimmer, and as he plung- 
ed into the surging waters he shot for- 
ward with the movement of a man who 
handles himself well in water. The wa- 
ters were some higher than usual, but the 
Swimmer struck ahead with vigorous 
strokes; moving along none the less easily 
on account of the burden he was carrying. 

The little fellow became frightened at the 
surging of the waters and became greatly 
agitated. Finally, in a spasm of fright, 
the little fellow leaped into the water. He 
was hurled over, and Mr. Stanton at once 
turned and made after him. He made a 
brave effort to save the little fellow’s life. 
He swam for all he was worth, making 
strong, swift strokes in the direction of 
the boy. The high water was against him, 
but the swimmer did not relinquish his ef- 
forts to save the little fellow. — 

Mr. Stanton would have been successful 
but for an unfortunate accident. As he 
swam forward he went so swiftly that he 
could scarcely tell where he was going, 
and his head struck a pier of stone in. the 
river. 

It was a blow of great force and prob- 
ably rendered him unconscious. Anyway, 
he lost control of himself and was drown- 
ed. The little boy he was trying to save 
was also drowned. 

The people of Dahlonega were terribly 
startled when the news of the double 
drowning was carried to them. The two 
bodies were recovered, 

Mr. Stanton was known to a great many 
people in Atlanta, particularly the whole- 
sale liquor dealers of the city, with whom 
his business lay. In the wholesale whisky 
houses of the city a great deal of inter- 
mixing of whisky and rectifying is done. 
It was this work which Mr. Stanton had 
charge of, and he was known to all the 
wholesale men. 

Mr. Stanton stood very high as a busi- 
ness man. He failed in business a few 
years ago, having been a merchant of high 
standing. His creditors offered to settle 
with him at 50 cents on the dollar, but he 
refused, preferring to pay all of his indebt- 
edness. He has since been working hard 
to that end. All of his earnings that have 
not been consumed in the actual expenses 
of his home have been devoted to liquidat- 
ing his indebtedness.

SOLDIERS WOULD LIKE TO SEE A 


GOOD SHOWER. 


The First Dress Parade—Large Crowd 
of Spectators Witness It—Notes 
of Camp Life. 


Camp Northen, June  17.—(Special.)— 
Today has been a pleasant one in camps 
notwithstanding a great deal of dust that 
cannot be got rid of without a good heavy 
rain. It clouded up this afternoon and 
for a little while it looked as if there 
would be enough to at least lay the dust. 
But the promised shower failed to ma- 
terialize beyond a few stray drops and 
the dust still hovers in clouds behind ve- 
hicles and. pedestrians alike. The weath- 
er is not so cool as it was last week, still 
it ‘s not warm enough to be uncomfortable 
even upon the parade ground. 

It has been rather quiet out here today, 
with few: visitors and nothing going on be- 
yond the regular routine duties of the 
camp.

Orders regarding 
cleanliness of quarters are very strict and 
will be rigidly enforced, while Quarter- 
master Kenan has a large force of hands 
to keep in order that part of the camp 
which does not come in the province of 
the troops. The weather has not been 
too warm during any of the time, and as 
the situation of the camp is naturally 
healthy, there is really ho cause for sick- 
ness.

LOST IN THE WOODS! 


Exposition Visitors File Damage Suits | 


Against the Consolidated. 


PUT OFF AT THE WRONG PLACE 


R. F. Barfield Sues the Southern for 
the Loss of a Foot—Other 
Court News. 


Mrs. Tinnie F. Smith and Mra. J. d. 
Bull have filed damage suits against the 
Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway Com- 


pany for $5,000 each. 

The plaintiffs in the cases were visitors 
to the city during the exposition, and the 
charges made are that they were put off 
an electric car in the woods near Grant 
park by the conductor, who had been 
asked to put them off at Grant street, near 
Georgia avenue, 

It alleged in the 
ladies left the Grand opera 
o’clock at night on November 5th, last fall, 


and sought a street car that would carry 
them to the residence of a friend where 
they were stopping. They say they asked 
the conductor of the car which they 
boarded if he would put them off at the 
street named and he replied that he would. 

At a point near the park, they say, the 
car was stopped and the conductor told 
them they had reached their destination 
and would find the house they were looking 
for a little further down the street, Mrs, 
Smith says she Walked down the street, 
but found no house. The weeds were wet 
and the night was dark and hazy and the 
ladiés were alone in the woods just this 
side of the park. 

It is claimed by them that they wan- 
dered about in the woods, crossing gul- 
lies and not knowing what danger might 
surround them, until they came to * 
house and inquired who lived there. They 
were told that the party they sought iived 
quite a distance up the street in. the op- 
posite direction, and then it was they dis- 
covered they had been put off several 
blocks from the right place. 

The charges are made in the petitions 
that the conductor did not give them the 
correct information, and on account of his 
negligence and carelessness they were 
obliged to wander about in the woods at 
a late hour of the night. They say they 
reached the house they were looking for at 
1 o’clock in the morning. The suits are 
filed by Glenn & Rountree and are directed 
to the city court. ee. 

$5,000 for a Foot. 

On account of the loss of his foot R. F. 
Bartield has brought suit against’ the 
Southern railway for $5,000 damages, 
claiming that he lost his limb because the 
employes of the road were negligent and 
careless. 

Last September Mr. Barfield was walk- 
ing toward the city between the double 
tracks of the Southern, when -he saw a 
switch engine rapidly approaching. He 
says he stepped aside for the engine to 
pass and was in the act of getting back 
between the tracks, when a freight train, 
which was running backward at a high 
rate of speed, struck him and threw him 
beneath the wheels. 

His foot was caught by the tracks and 
three wheels ran over it, crushing it into 
a jelly, so that amputation was necessary 
just below the knee. 

He says the freight train was running 
at the rate of thirty miles an hour and 
that the engineer failed to blow the wiijs- 
tle to warn people ot {ts approach. 

The suit is brougnt for the recovery of 
damages for his pain and suffering ang for 
his loss of time and the maiming and dis- 
figuring of his body and the permanent 
impairment to his capacity to earn money.
